Makarios lies-in-state as 
Kyprianou takes over gov’t

NICOSIA (UPI)- — President 
Makarios of Cyprus died of a heart 
attack early yesterday, raising a big 
question mark over the future of. 
relations between antagonistic com- 
munities on the Mediterranean 
island. 

His death at 63 was loudly mourn- 
ed by weeping Greek Cypriots and 
hailed with relief by the Turkish 
minority in their self-declared ■ 
republic, propped up by Turkish 
mainland troops. In the north of the . 
island. 

In blazing sunshine and with 
temperatures nearing 40C, 
Makarios, in the full ceremonial 
robes and crown of an archbishop, 
was borne from his Presidential 
Residence in the heart of Nicosia to 
St. John's Cathedral. 

A government announcement 
broadcast over the &eek Cypriot 
radio set the funeral for Monday in 
the large church of Pallouritsa, on 
Nicosia's eastern outskirts. Then the 
archbishop will be buried at. the 
Kykko Monastery, high In the cool 
Troodos mountains, where Makarios 


served as a novice until he was or- 
dained. 

Svyros Kyprianou, 45-year-old 
speaker of the Greek Cypriot Parlia- 
ment, automatically took over as Ac- 
ting President under the constitution 
Cyprus adopted when It won in- 
dependence from Britain in i960. 

Kyprianou discussed plans for 
eventual new presidential elections' 
with the Cabinet and the National 
Council, and scheduled a radio and 
television address to the nation for 
late last night. 

Makarios. who would have been 64 
on August 13, succumbed at 5:15 
ajm- in- the Presidential Palace he 

• used as his residence after suffering 
a myocardial infarct late on Tues- 
day. It waa a follow-up to a similar 
heart attack he suffered on April 3. 
while officiating at a Palm Sunday 

- religious service. 

The bearded Greek Cypriot 
Archbishop had been president of the 

- Cyprus Republic since it became in- 
dependent. He had' been, re-elected 

• three times.

There was a certain sense of 
regret among observers In 
Jerusalem at the departure of the 
longtime leader of nearby Cyprus 
Archbishop Makarios. He had been, 
under constant Arab pressure, they 
noted, but had nevertheless attached 
Importance to his country’s ties with 
Israel and had carefully maintained 
them. 

His basic belief was that Cyprus, 
with Its perennial internal problems . 
threatening its very existence, 
should figure in as many inter- 
national frameworks as possible, as 
added security of its continued ex- 
istence. 

Thus he led his Island-state into the 
British Commonwealth, the 
Nonaligned Bloc, the Council of 
Europe, and to associate status- with, 
the Common Market. 

He was concerned to maintain as 
many international connections as 


possible, balancing his position to be 
acceptable as a friend to big powers 
and smaller states. And he saw his 
relations with the Arab World and 
Israel against this broader policy- 
perspective and tried to keep the m 
balanced. 

While he allowed the opening of a 
FLO office in Nicosia, for Instance, 
he “showed real courage.”, an of- 
ficial here recalled, when the IaraeH 
envoy’s home and an Israeli, plane 
were attacked In a two-pronged 
terror raid back, in 1972. The 
perpetrators were captured, tried 
and imprisoned, and it was only a 
further hijack that secured their 
release. “Makarfos behaved a good 
deal better than the French or the 
British, had done in similar cir- 
cumstances,” the, o ffi c i a l recalled. 

Fundamentally Makarios knew 
that the demise of independent 
Israel would signal danger lor his 
Own strif e-tom republic as well. 


French ‘studying’ Israeli 
protest of boycott move 
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FARIS. — French authorities yester- 
day said they were studying an 
Israeli protest against an order by 
Prime Minister Raymond Barre that 
effectively nullifies new French 
legislation against the Arab boycott. 

A low-key response by the French 
Foreign Ministry appeared to reflect 
government intentions to avoid a 
public argument with Israel over the 
issue. But the French move had 
clearly brought relations back to 
their frosty state. 

A ministry spokesman confirmed 
that Israel had protested both here 
and in Jerusalem against Barre’s 
July 27 order — which exempts from 
the law a key government-linked 
firm which provides export credit 
guarantees for French exporters. 

The complicated legal move 
means in effect that French firms 
dealing with the Arabs can continue 
to comply with boycott regulations 
without contravening French law. 

Barre’s order was issued when 
most of the parliamentarians who 
passed the law were on holiday, 
together with millions of other 
Frenchmen. 

French authorities have often is- ’ 
troduced unpopular legislation or 
new rulings during' the .holiday 
period.; 

Israel ambassador to France 
Mordechai Gaxit met 'yesterday 
afternoon with the secretary general 
of the French Foreign Ministry, 
Jean-Marie Soutou, for "a 
clarification" of the French 
Government’s decision. J 

While both France and Israel were 
angered by the recent incident, both 


sides decided to treat the meeting as 
4 ‘a clarification” and not as an of- 
ficial protest. 

Israel has been angered by the 
French directive, which Foreign 
Minister Mo she Dayan has told the 
French amounts to “a hostile act.''

Mozambique mine 
blast buries 150; 

9 killed in riot 

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (UPI). 
— A mine explosion — the worst in 
Mozambique's history — buried 150 
miners at the Moatize mining com- 
plex on Tuesday and sparked a riot 
in which nine foreigners died, the 
government said yesterday. 

It was the same complex where 100 
miners were killed in an explosion 
last September. _ . 

The council of- ministers said in a 
statement that Tuesday's explorion 
occurred at the coal mining complex 
in the northwestern part of the coun- 
try near the town of Tete. 

“About 150 miners on the after- 
noon shift were buried, with little 
hope of being rescued,” the state- 
ment said. 

"Following this tragic accident, 
there were grave incidents and dis- 
orders in which nine foreign citizens 
of various nationalities lost their 
lives.” it said.

When one sees what In- 
telligence is disclosing about the real 
intentions of the Arabs,” he con- 
tinued, “I come to the inescapable 
conclusion the messianic 
(to destroy Israel) is there.” . 


Inmates give up 
after Beersheba 
prison revolt 

BEERSHEBA (Him). — About 70 
prisoners locked themselves Into 
ward seven of the Beersheba Jail 
barricading the entrance to their 
block with beds, tables and a door 
they tore off its hinges from one of 
the cells. 

The prisoners agreed to open up 
the block after the Prison Services 
special riot squad arrived on the 
scene. 

The governor of the Beersheba 
jail. Sgan Gundar .Nathan, 
Brunwasser. told reporters that, the 
trouble started after inmates in 
block seven refused to leave their 
beds far the mo rning line-up and 
count. He reacted to “grave dis- 
ciplinary violation” by taking the 
television out of the ward and-order- 
ing the prisoners to be locked up in 
their cells at S pan. every evening in- 
stead of 9.30 as usual ' 

After hearing this the prisoners 
barrfcadedthemaelvea Untilthe riot 
squad arrived. •• . 

Prison Services commander Gun-' 
dar Haim Levi arrived at the prison 
yesterday evening and said the 
ringleaders in block seven would be 
dispersed to other Jails around the 
country. 

Levi said he had proposed to the 
Interior Minister that a public com- 
mission investigate prisoners' con- 
ditions in the Beersheba peniten- 
tiary. There have been numerous 
charges in the Knesset recently 
about alleged brutality to prisoners 
in Beersheba. 


Puerto Rican 
terrorists bomb 
N.Y. skyscrapers 

NEW YORK (UPI). — Terrorist 
bombs exploded yesterday at offices 
of the Department of Defence and 
Mobil Oil, and bomb threats forced 
evacuation of several other 
buildings, including the World Trade 
Centre and the Empire State 
Building. 

One man was killed and several 
persons were injured in the explo- 
sion at Mobil Oil. 

A man claiming to represent the 
FALN, a terrorist group advocating 
independence for Puerto Rico, 
claimed responsibility for the bom- 
bings and threats. 

WABC-TV news said an 
anonymous caller announced: "This 
is F-L-A-N (sic). Listen carefully 
because Tm only going to say this 
once. We've put bombs at the follow- 
ing locations and we want them im- 
mediately evacuated.” 

He named the Mobil building and 
three other locations. 

Minutes later a second caller men- 
tioned the World Trade Centre. ' 
The FALN has claimed respon- 
sibility for several bombings In New 
York City in the last several years. 

. The 30,000 occupants of the twin 
110-story Trade Centre Towers were 
evacuated after Vseveral 
suspicious” parcels were found in 
the towers. Police cordoned off the 
area, but there were no reports of ex- 
plosions. * 

Several floors of the Empire State 
Building were ordered evacuated. 


DMC votes final no 
on joining coalition

TEL AVIV. — The Democratic 
Movement for Change cmimii imt 
right overwhelmingly decided not to 
Jrin the Likud coalition “under the 
present circumstances.” 

This means flint Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begta's cabinet win rest 
on a narrow majority of 62 of the 120 
Knesset members. 

Voting 61 to eight, with 10 absten- 
tions the council passed a resolution 
saying *‘the Likud-National 
Religious Party-Agudat Israel coali- 
tion did not create suitable con- 
ditions for the DMC to jrin the 
government and Implement the 

reform which it pledged the voters.” 

But the movement's leader 
Ylgael Yadin told the council at Beit 
Sokolov, here, that the DMC a “great 
hour — being in the cabinet and In- 
fluencing It — is very, very near.” 

He did not explain his predlction&t 
the meeting but told 77i<? Jerusalem 
Post he believes that in the coming 

year or two the DMCs participation 
in the cabinet will he essential to 
face the country's problems. “Con- 
ditions will be totally different,” he 
added. 

Yadin surveyed the talks which 
broke down mainly over his 
movement's demand for electoral 
reform. 

He referred to, though did notap ell 
out. a proposal by the Likud's MK 
Mo she Nissim whereby 80 Knesset 
Members will be chosen in the 
regions and votes not going towards 
a seat there will be pooled to divide 
the remaining 40 Knesset seats. 

Yadin argued that if Nisslm’s 
proposal Is accepted and if the 


regions axe very large and do not 
allow candidates to ran on a personal 
basis — nothing is left of the elec- 
toral reform. 

Yadin also complained Begin 
backed down on his undertaking to 
incorporate the Health Ministry in 
the Ministry of Social Betterment. 
The DMC leader reported that the 
Prime Minister had said in the 
clarification talks that in case of 
"personal problems” he will appoint 
Minister Eliezer Shostak as Minister 
without Portfolio or to another post. 

The DMC leader further criticised 
Begin for appointing Likud mtt 
M ordechai Zippori deputy Minister 
of Defence. Defence Minister Ezer 
Welzman had agreed that DMC vx 
Aluf (Res. ) Melr Aznit be his deputy, 
Yadin reported. But Begin rejected a 
DMC request to put off approval of 
Zippari's appointment. 

Finally Yadin complained that be 
bad been . requested to present a 
memorandum on bow he sees the 
role of Deputy Prime Minister 
responsible for social affairs (which 
was offered him). But after prepar- 
ing the report he was not asked to 
present it. 

MK Stef Wertheimer, a member of 
the negotiating team, told the coun- 
cil he believed the Likud negotiators 
did not want the DMC in the coali- 
tion. 

They are people who have waited 
for 20 years for power and once they 
have it are not going to share it with 
political novices like the DMC's, he 
said. ‘ 

Another team member, MK Melr 
Zorea, said the government 
negotiators had “grossly lied” when 
they said they wanted the DMC. 


Ministries must now be filled

MKs Mb she Arens and Mo she 
Nissim were yesterday seen the 
most likely candidates for 
ministerial positions following the 
DMCs decision to remain in the op- 
position. 

Prime Minister Men&hem Begin 
had promised Arens the post at a 
Herat central committee meeting on 
June 16. Begin had declared that if 
Herat will be in a position to appoint 
another minister, he will offer Arens 
the post. 

But there was speculation yester- 
day Arens may prefer his present 
post as head of the prestigious 
Knesset Committee for Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence to heading a minor 
ministry. Arens told The Post that 
“so far no one bas approached me 
with an alternative proposal (to his 


Knesset role) and I will not comment 
on a proposal which does not exist 
and which I don’t know what it is.” 

Begin and Finance Minister 
Ehrlich offered Nissim the justice 
portfolio on June 12. But Nissim, and 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer had asked Begin to acceed 
to the DMC demand for that portfolio 
— and Begin consented. 

Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
said last night the three portfolios 
reserved for the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change will be filled within 
a month. 

Ehrlich told The Post he wanted to 
wait for the DMCs final decision on 
whether to join the coalition before 
beginning consultations on the ap- 
pointment of Ministers of Justice, 
Social Betterment and Transport 
and Co mmuni cation*- 


War, not Geneva,

TEL AVIV. — There will be no 
Geneva conference. 

The chance of a conference being 
called for October 10 is a virtual im- 
possibility, and as a result the 
dodgers of conflict in the Middle 
East are greatly increased. 

The U.S. would not call the con- 
ference so long as the Americans 
were not satisfied that it would see 
substantive movement. And the U.S. 
has apparently failed to he swayed 
by the Israeli position that the con- 
ference should be held whether or 
not there was common ground 
beforehand. 

The conference could only be call- 
ed by the co-chairmen (the U.S. and 
the Soviets), and It is nearly certain 
there will be no invitation. 

There are other reasons for this 
assessment, however. Both the 
Egyptians and Syrians, as well as 
the Palestinian Arabs, would be ap- 
proaching the conference table from 
positions of unprecedented weakness 
— a fact which virtually precluded 
their indicating to the U.S. that they 
were prepared for the talks at this 
time. 

(Of course, there are still the 
chances of the foreign m i n isters’ 
conference recently proposed by 
U.S. Secretary of State Vance and. 
Egyptian President Sadat, being 
held. Nevertheless, the process in 
the future can be expected to be one 
of “momentum in a vacuum” — of 
mare procedural steps being taken 
to postpone any real move towards 
the examination of agreement 
between the parties in the Middle 
East.) 

The key to the dilemma, is how to 
move from the procedural level to 
the actual solving of the problem. 
Unless this dilemma is resolved, the 
chances of war are greatly in- 


creased. And war is a potentiality to 
be reckoned with in the not too dis- 
tant future. 

• The problems facing the Egyp- 
tians at the moment are not only the 
obvious ones — their war with Libya 
and internal economic problems — 
but also the fact that the Egyptians 
will he coming to Geneva bound by 
the terms of the current three-year 
Sinai agreement, which pledges both 
parties to resist the use of force until 
at least October 1978. It is felt that 
the Egyptians are not keen to ap- 
proach the negotiating table without 
the option of war — a fact which 
would severely limit their freedom 
of manoeuvre. 

The Syrians, for their part, are in- 
volved in Lebanon in a conflict that 
does not seem close to resolution. 
The Assad regime is also facing 
home and Palestinian pressures due 
to its Lebanese involvement, as well 
as severe opposition from the Jraql 
Ba’ath regime. 

The Syrians thus would also be ap- 
proaching the negotiating table from 
a tremendous overall position of 
weakness. 

Another problem which precludes 
the conference meeting, is that the 
positions held by the parties are as 
disparate as ever, and that all the 
sides involved are totally opposed in 
their views on how the conflict 
shouldbe resolved. There is no light 
at the end of the tunnel at present, 
and the chances of the Americans 
being prepared to convene the 
Geneva parley under these con- 
ditions are absolutely nil. 

Thus, in a situation where there is 
no movement, or hope of movement, 
towards solving the problems, the 
potentiality of war becomes far 
greater, and Israel has to consider 
that potentiality very seriously.

9th Knesset — still running in

The Ninth Knesset, which was 
elected on May 17 and convened for 
the first time in June, had less than 
two months in session before its first 
summer term ended yesterday. 

This period was not long enough 
for the factions or the people in- 
volved to 'find their feet properly and 
to discharge functions lor which they 
were not mentally or professionally 

prepared. 

Thus fax, therefore, the Ninth 
Knesset has not yet completed its 
r unni ng-in period. In fact, the 
momentum of the Eighth Knesset, 
and of the previous Alignment-led 
government, are what have kept it 
going to some considerable degree. 

The coalition has not yet got ac- 
customed to its role in support of the 
government; the opposition, too, is 
still finding it strange to play ; a 
critical, watchdog role. No wonder, 
therefore. If the House is still 


demonstrating contradictory 
behaviour, and its factions fin di ng 
themselves in paradoxical 
situations. 

Nearly half the Knesset Members 
are new — a larger proportion than 
the two main parties, the Likud and 
the Alignment, envisaged when they 
worked out before the elections, who 
would have “safe places" on their 
electoral lists. 

The Speaker Yitzhak Shamir has 
some deputies who are new to the 
Knesset entirely: others, like 
himself, know the Knesset but not 
the Speaker’s function; and one who 
waa a deputy speaker before, and 
fumbled as much then as he doea to- 
day. This makes for disorganized 
sessions, inclarity in procedures, 
and wastage of time. 

Any faction propelled by the elec- 
torate from the opposition to the 
coalition benches find it much easier 
to adjust than a faction hurled mer- 
cilessly In the other direction. The 


Likud and the Alignment are both 
normal In this respect. 

The victorious Likud rarely gloats 
over the discomfiture of the 
Alignment, trampling its figurative 
face In the mire. Perhaps the Likud 
can hardly believe its own eyes and 
ears, still. However, the exultation 
may yet come. 

In the Alignment, meanwhile, the 
feeling persisted for several weeks 
that it was all nothing more than a 
bad dream, a political nightmare, 
after which they would wake up 
.sweating, and find that they were 
still comfortably ensconced in their 
coalition beds. 

Some Alignment MKs. above all 
ex-ministers, leave the impression 
that they are still sitting aimlessly in 
the House, biting their nails with 
nothing to do. But then they also 
made quite a bit of noise when their 
own party was in power. 

The Knesset kept going smoothly

Vance sounds 
out Syrians 

on pre-Geneva 

meeting idea 


DAMASCUS. — U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance arrived last night 

-in Damascus to sound out Syrian 
leaders on a new U.S.-Egyptian 
proposal that a “working group” of 
Middle East foreign ministers meet 
before resumption of the Geneva 
talks, tentatively scheduled for Oc- 
tober. 

Vance, making the third stop an 
his Middle East tour, arrived here 
from Beirut, after talks in Alexan- 
dria with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat at which the working-group 
proposal was made. Under the 
proposal, the Arab foreign ministers 
and their Israeli counterpart would 
meet either In New York or 
Washington in mid-September. 

The Egyptians said yesterday that 
Vance, who is scheduled to go on to 
Jordan. Saudi Arabia and Israel, is 
expected to return to Alexandria for 
more talks with Sadat next Thursday 
at the end of his tour. But even 
before Vance had completed the first 
leg of his journey, some Arab 
newspapers were already c ailing the 
mission a failure because of remain- 
ing obstacles over the key question 
of the Palestinian role in reconvened 
peace talks. 

And the Arab papers said Vance 
was likely to find Syrian President 
Hafez Assad even tougher to deal 
with than Sadat, who had rejected 
his proposal for a phased Israeli 
withdrawal and normalized Israel- 
Arab relations. 

Meanwhile, Egypt's state- 
controlled Middle East News Agency 
last right reported that Sadat had 
told Vance Egypt would sign, 
simultaneously with other Arab par- 
ties, a peace treaty with Israel only 
if Jerusalem agrees to withdraw to 
the pre-1967 war frontiers and to 
recognize the right of the Palestinian 
Arabs to set up a state of their own. 

The agency said that Sadat had 
conveyed to Vance a memorandum 
calling for: 

• Total Israeli withdrawal from all 
land occupied since 1967. 

■ “Realizing the national and in- 
alienable rights of the Arab Palesti- 
nian people, including their right to 
self-determination and their right to 
set up their own state.” 

• Every state in the region has the 
right to live within secure and 
recognized boundaries by means of 
security arrangements to be agreed 
upon as well as the “necessary inter- 
national political guarantees.” 

• In the exercise of their relations, 
all states of the region will be bound 


by the provisions of the UN charter, 
and, In particular, will refrain from 
resorting to force, but will solve their 
differences by peaceful methods. 

Egypt’s semi-official newspaper 
“A1 Ah ram” earlier said Sadat had 
rejected several American 
proposals, presented by Vance, call- 
ing for: 

• Agreement between the parties 
on the boundaries to which Israel 
would withdraw. 

• Recognition by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization of Israel 
before the “Palestinians" can be 
permitted to take part in the Geneva 
conference. 

• Exchange of diplomatic and trade 
relations between the Arabs and 
Israel once agreement is reached on, 
a peace settlement. 

According to U.S. and Egyptian of- 
ficials. Vance made the working- 
group proposal after Sadat rejected 
a U.S. proposal for a phased five- 
year Israeli withdrawal from the 
territories. This withdrawal, Vance 
had reportedly said, could occur 
simultaneously with a transition to 
full diplomatic relations between the 
“confrontation states" and Israel. 

But Egypt had insisted that the 
Israeli withdrawal be immediate, 
and not linked with the question of 
full relations. 

Commenting on the “working 
group” proposal. Egyptian officials 
said the activities of the working- 
group would not be “formal or semi- 
formal” but “part of the normal con- 
sultations carried out by America.” 

The officials noted that Arab 
foreign ministers will be in New 
York for the upcoming U.N. General 
Assembly session, and said Vance 
will seize the opportunity to hold con- 
sultations with them as well as with 
Israel Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan. 

But these consultations should not 
be considered a substitute for the 
Geneva conference or for the UN 
role in promoting a settlement, the 
officials said. 

Neither should the working-group 
meetings be considered a revival of 
the “proximity talks” which the 
Arabs and Israelis held on the island 
of Rhodes and which produced the 
1949 armistice agreements, the 
Egyptian officials said. 

In Beirut, meanwhile, U.S. of- 
ficials said yesterday that Vance will 
be prepared to offer Lebanon 5125m. 
in credits to help get the country's 
national army on its feet.

Begin sending Dayan 
to meet Arabs in U.S.

KFAR HA BAD. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday reacted 
favourably to the agreement 
between Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat to convene a mini- 
summit of Arab and Israel foreign 
ministers in the U.S. before the 
Geneva conference. 

“Next month Israel's Foreign 
Minister will meet in Washington or 
New York with three or four foreign 
ministers from neighbouring coun- 
tries. These will be negotiations 
towards peace between us and our 
neighbours," the Premier said. 

Begin was speaking at Kfar Ha bad 
at a communal Bar Mitzvah party 
for 87 orphans whose fathers had 
died in the line of duty. 

Addressing the world conference 
of Emuna last night at the 
Jerusalem Hilton, Begin said the 
agreement was a "positive 
development... We shall make any 
endeavour to bring the day of peace 
closer." 

Official Jerusalem has welcomed 
the' Sadat-Vance agreement on a 
“mini-Geneva" of foreign ministers 
to convene in New York in 
September. “Any proposal involving 
direct negotiations between the 
Arabs and ourselves is welcome," an 


official added. 

A note of caution was injected at 
the same time: as Sad at himself had 
stressed, there would be no “mini- 
Geneva” unless the other Arab 
states agree. So far there is no In- 
dication as to what Syria’s position Is 
likely to be. 

Plainly Sadat sees the New York 
meeting as a way of getting 
negotiations started without en- 
countering the problem of PLO par- 
ticipation. Syria’s view of this, due to’ 
be expounded to Vance In Damascus 
this morning, will be crucial. 

While welcoming the possible 
procedural advance, officials here 
noted that the public reports of 
Vance's talks in Egypt seemed to in- 
dicate that little else was agreed on 
besides the New York idea. Egypt, 
according to its own media reports, 
had reiterated its known stances 
without any sign of softening. 

“But then we’re not talking sub- 
stance at this stage,” an official here 
observed. “Certainly not through the 
media.” 

He noted that despite the apparent 
rigidity of the Egyptian positions 
there appeared to be a deliberate ef- 
fort in Cairo's public reporting of the 
Vance visit to adopt a moderate tone 
and stress Egypt's desire to begin 
peace negotiations.

Now that the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change will not be getting 
the Social Betterment portfolio held 
open since June, a non-political lob- 
by group for social action has 
descended on the ‘Knesset. 

Avner Amiel, a Jerusalem com- 
munity worker and spokesman for 
the Action Committee for 
Progressive Social Policy, said the 
group has begun contacting Knesset 
members to criticize the present 
government's policy of ''stigmatiz- 
ing the poor” instead of offering un- 
iversal services. 

A leaflet that went to MKs yester- 
day said the recent subsidy reduc- 
tions discriminated against two 
groups in particular: those who are 
below the “poverty line” but too 
proud to go to the welfare office, and 
those who barely earn their living. 
Even last week’s “correction" of the 
rates of compensation for welfare 
recipients and large families was 
not sufficient to cover price in- 
creases which will continue, Amiel 
said. 

Amiel stressed that the action 
committee, which includes social 
workers and experts in the field of 
social policy, is not politically af- 
filiated. However, members of the 
committee sympathize with a range 
of political views from Shelli to 
Likud — and will attempt to mobilize 
a wide base in the Knesset. 


Interest on back-taxes hiked to 26%

The Knesset Finance Cbmmmlttee 
yesterday approved an ordinance by 
the Finance Minister which raises 
the interest payable on tax arrears 
from 22 to 26 per cent. 

The same interest will also apply 
to tax refunds, in cases where more 
taxes have been collected than are 
due. 

The new ordinance applies to all 
tax arrears, whether direct or in- 
direct, as well as to National In- 
surance payments. 'Die chairman of 
the Knesset committee asked that 
the same rules also apply with 


respect to the date from which in- 
terest is payable. (Until now the 
National Insurance has paid interest 
on excess amounts collected only 
after the first six months, while tax- 
payers have had to pay interest on 
arrears from the first day on which 
the tax was due. ) 

The same interest rate also applies 
to refunds of benefits such as 
development grants, if such refunds 
become due. 

The interest charged taxpayers 
who have arranged to pay in in- 
stalments remains unchanged, at 21 
per cent a year. 


Fare on Haifa bus up by ‘91.3%’

HAIFA. — The fares on the 87 bus 
from the University to the Egged 
Central Station have been raised by 
91.3 per cent during the past month. 
The rise was affected by first 
shortening the route of the bus and 
then last Monday raising the fare. 


The local Road Controller, Y. 
Shadxni. told The Jerusalem Post he 
“would look Into the matter.” 

The tare on the No. 37 used to he 
IL2.30 from the University to the 
Egged station. Shortly before the 
latest rise, the Egged management 
shortened the route, “for the con- 
venience of the public.” to the Hadar 


quarter only. Passengers who want 
to go to the Egged station are now 
forced to take another bus from 
Hadar. 

With the new fare schedule, 
passengers now pay 3X3 to Hadar, (a 
-30.4 per cent rise) and IL1.40 to the 
Central Station — a total rise of 91.3 
per cent. 

Egged spokesman Aliz Alim or told 
Tk e Jerusalem Post that the 37 route 
had been shortened, "with the 
knowledge of the Road Controller” 
to give passengers from Hadar a 
chance to catch the bus. which bad 
previously filled up at the Central 
Station. In addition, he said. No. 24 
provides an alternate route to the 
station.

Feminists call for new attitude to rape 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
Feminists demonstrated in 
Jerusalem yesterday against the 
police attitude to rape victims and 
against what they called the notion 
that “rape is not a serious crime.” 


About a score of women 
demonstrators bearing placards and 
distributing leaflets drew crowds at 
the corner of King George Street and 
Rehov Ben- Yehuda. The leaflets 
called for the police to change their 
attitude to rape. 

They demanded that social 
workers and psychologists be on 
duty at every police station to deal 
with rape victims, that women who 


had been attacked or raped be In- 
terrogated by women officers and 
psychiatric aid for women who' had 
been rape victims. 

During the day and night before 
the demonstration two more rape 
cases were reported. 

In one case, a 21-year-old female 
psychologist who tried to fend off a 
rape attack, failed when the rapist 
showed her a card indicating that he 
had recently undergone psychiatric 
treatment and then raped her. 

The psychologist was walking 
along Rehov Tagore In Ram at Aviv 
after visiting friends in the area, 
when a blond young man grabbed 
her hand. The woman tried to per- 


suade him to forgo his intentions. 
The rapist listened for a few seconds, 
but "then showed her his card and 
raped her. 

In the other case a young woman 
who applied for a job as a driver was 
allegedly raped by her new 
employer. The 26-year -old woman 
told police that she had answered an 
advertisement for a driver in a daily 
paper and was invited for an inter- 
view. 

When she turned up her employer 
took her for a “test drive." He 
directed her to drive out of town to a 
deserted spot where he told her to 
stop and raped her, the women told 
police. 


Two policemen stabbed in chase 


PET AH TTKVA. — Two policemen 
were stabbed on Monday night when 
they tried to apprehend an uniden- 
tified young man who allegedly 
broke into a local barbershop. The 
policemen received a call reporting 
a burglary at the barbershop, rushed 
to the scene and saw a man drive off 
in a car. They drove after the vehi- 
cle, but their quarry squealed to & 
stop and ran into an alley. 

The policemen tried to corner him 
and entered the alley from opposite 


sides. The first officer who tried to 
grab the young man was stabbed’ 
several times in the abdomen. When 
the other policeman arrived the 
assailant stabbed him in the back. 


The policemen then opened fire 
but the attacker escaped. The of- 
ficers managed to stagger back to 
their car where they called for help 
and were rushed to the Beilinson 
Hospital. One of them was still 
hospitalized Tuesday. 


TV scanners to combat

that Foreign Ministry deputy 
director .general Mo she Alton had 
summoned the jfrench charge d'af- 
faires in Israel to protest France's 
unfriendly act, which Is not In keep- 
ing with principles accepted by 
democratic nations. 

In ^ that meeting, the ministry of- 
ficial had stressed that Israel takes a 
grave view of the fact that the 
French Government had enabled an 
official body to circumvent the law 
against economic discrimination. 

He had also stressed that the 
gravity of this act is not only in the 
support it provides for the Arab 
boycott, but Jn the fact that Israel is 
being singled out in this way as the 
exception against which discrimina- 
tion is permissible. 

The French however, have 
paradoxically represented 
themselves as irked by the Israeli 
protests. French sources in Paris 


claimed yesterday that Jerusalem 
had used the incident to "relaunch 
former anti-French propaganda 
campaigns.” The French sources 
also claimed privately that Israel 
"seems to forget recent im- 
provements In Franco-Israel- 
relations." 

Those relations had sunk to a new 
low after France earlier year 
released Arab terrorist Abu Daoud, 
held responsible for the 1972 Munich 
Olympics massacre of Israeli 
athletes. 

French Foreign Minister Louis de 
Guiringaud later appeared -to have 
somewhat soothed relations during 
an official visit to Israel in March. 
But many Israeli — and some 
FYench — commentators said at the 
time that the visit was linked to the 
French Government pre-election In- 
tentions to woo voters from among 
France's 700 ,000-strong Jewish com- 
munity.

Meany told Eban that he was very 
impressed by Begin, whom he metis 
Washington for the first time last 
month. During- yesterday morning's 
meeting, the labour leader made the 
point that he supports Israel — and- 
not any particular political party or 
■movement in Israel. Any govern- 
ment democratically elected in 
Israel will continue to have strong 


movement, Meany said. 

Last night (at about midnight 
Israel time), Eban was due to meet 
at the White House with National 
Security Adviser Zbigniew 
BrzCzlnski. Israel Ambassador 
SImha Dinitz, who returns to Israel 
over the weekend to be on hand for 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s 
arrival in Jerusalem next week, was 
accompanying Eban to the meeting. 

Yesterday Eban also briefed 
scholars at the Brookings Institute. 
Today, he addresses the National 
Fress Club here.

Electric Co. illegally 
brings back the desert

RA'ANANA. — Illegal trimming by 
the Israel Electric Company has 
turned 200 30 -year-old fir trees along 
Rehov Aliya here into ugly, three- 
metre stumps to make way for high- 
tension electricity lines. 

The Electric Company trimmed 
the trees without a licence from 
either the local councilor the Jewish 
National Fund, and persistently ig- 
nored their orders to stop work. 

Sharon Weitz, the head of the 
JNF’a forestry division, said the 
trees now look as if there had been a 
war in the area.' 

The only legal document the Elec- 
tric Company had which might have 
warranted their actions was a 
Ministry of Agriculture permit 
issued on the 28th of July. This the 
company obtained after JNF of- 
ficials visited the scene two weeks 
ago, discovered that the company 
bad no proper permit, and ordered 
the work to stop. 

Weitz personally went to the Elec- 
tric Company on Monday to ask why 


they had persisted in trimming the 
trees despite his order. He was told 
that the official was sick who 
generally handles coordination at 
the bureaucratic procedures 
necessary to obtain a tree-trimming 
licence from the JNF. 

Despite Weitz's visit, six residents 
of fize Kiryat Ganim neighbourhood 
which borders Rehov Aliya had for- 
cibly to prevent the company from 
cutting down more trees on Tuesday 
morning, by parking their cars un- 
der the trees slated for trimming, 

Ivor Wolf, a spokesman tor Kiryat 
Ganim residents, told The 
Jerusalem Post that the group had 
hired a lawyer to explore ways of 
bringing the Electric Company to 
heel. 

Wolf said he had received a letter 
from municipality bead Benyamin 
Wolfavitz expressing shock at the 
company's action. The letter went on 
to note that the local council Intend- 
ed to seek compensation from the 
Electric Company. 

Electric Company officials were 
unavailable for comment.

When they were cleared out of the 
old neighbourhoods about 10 years 
ago, they received xenial flats, but 
some residents are now liable to 
arrest for failure to pay rising rents - 
At the time, the demonstrators said, 
they did not understand their rights, 
or realize that they were being 
cleared from an old slum into a new 
one. 

A delegation headed by the 
organization’s chairman, Katherine 
Hfrsch, spoke with Yitzhak Kalai, 
head of properties for the 
municipality, and were promised an 
answer to their demands by Rosb 
Hash ana (in another month). 

-The ownership demand brings up 
legal complexities, explained Yosef 


Hirsch. a spokesman for the 
organization. Those residents who 
were considered protected tenants in 
their former flats were offered key 
money flats in Shmuel Hanavi and 
other parts of the city but couldn’t af- 
ford them. They had to rent instead. 
To these families, he said, the city 
may be willing to award two-thirds 
ownership — hut so far not full. 


Some of the tenants were con- 
sidered to he squatters — and those 
tenants the city refuses to recognize 
for partial ownership of their present 
flats. One woman argued yesterday 
that the government was perfectly 
happy to overlook squatting "In 
those days" (1948-67) since there 
was a shortage of flats — and 
somebody had to live on the border. 


Several of the women 
demonstrators insisted it was im- 
possible to keep their children out of 
crime in the “ghetto" of Shmuel 
Hanavi. Another woman, who said 
she had managed with her five 
children, complained bitterly of the 
lack of planning involved in mass 
removal of slum-dwellers with large 
families to a concentrated site; “We 
live in long blocks of flats, like a 
train with five entrances. I love 
c hildr en, but why not put In a few 
families without children, and a few 
old people?"

DMC votes with Gov’t on budget 

Ehrlich: Plan to 
halt wage spiral

Real wages rose 9 per cent in the 
second quarter of the year as against 
9.5 per cent in the first quarter — but 
should fall in the second half. 
Finance Minister Sim ha Ehrlich told 
the Knesset yesterday. 

Presenting his ZLi24b. budget, he 
said the drop In real wages should 
freeze the level of per capita con- 
sumption, which had gone up by 1.5 
per cent in the first quarter. 

After a five-hour debate, the 
Knesset voted 70-84 to pass the 
budget on its first reading, referring 
It to the Finance Committee, and 
then adjourned till October 17. The 
Democratic Movement for Change 
voted with the majority, as did 
Samuel Flatto-Sharon. 

Ehrlich, presenting the budget 

said that the Treasury Intends — In 

consultation with the Hlstadrut — to 
increase prices gradually, in line 
with price increases abroad and with 
the devaluations of the pound. These, 
price increases will also include the 
services, and the Treasury does not 
mean to go beyond the subsidy 
budget of 112. Sb. provided for in the 
original 1977/78 budget of the 
previous government. 

Ehrlich said that the recent price 
increases had saved the government 
ILl.5b. He intimated that there may 
be a rise In unemployment as a 
result of the budget cuts. In the 
Finance -Minister's view, the 
economy passed into a state of over- 
employment in the beginning of 3977, 
after having been in a state of 
equilibrium in 1978. He expressed 
the hope that the situation would 
return to the 1976 equilibrium. 

According to Bank of Israel data, 
however, the average rate of un- 
employment in 1976 was 48,100 or 3.6 
per cent, having risen gradually 
from 3.1 per cent in the first quarter 
to 4.1 per cent in the last quarter, hi 
the first quarter of 1977 there were 
47,500 unemployed, or 3.4 per cent of 
the labour force, or about the same 
rate as the average of the first three 
quarters of 1976. 

Ehrlich also said he expects the 
Gross National Product (GNP) to 
grow by 1.5 to 2 per cent, with ex- 
ports increasing 10 per cent and ln- 
dustrial exports, excluding 
diamonds, rising by 15 per cent. Im- 
ports of commodities and services 


are expected to grow by 5 per cent in 
real terms. The current payments- 
deflcit will remain unchanged at 
33.2b. 

The Finance Minister also an- 
nounced that the Treasury means to 
raise VAT within the current year 
and to abolish, simultaneously, 
purchase taxes on raw materials. 

Ehrlich emphasized that there had 
been very little flexibility in prepar- 
ing the present budget, because the 
present government’s hands had 
been tied by the commissions and 

omissions of the former administra- 
tion. 

The Finance Minister said that 
revenues are expected to Increase as 
a result of the rise in wages. But he 
gave no Indication that his office In- 
tends to take any new steps to inten- 
sify the collection of taxes. 

In the voting on the budget the 
Independent Liberals' sole MK, Gi- 
deon Hsusner, Joined the Alignment, 
Shelli, and the Democratic Move- 
ment for Peace and Equality ( Com- 
munists) m voting unsuccessfully to 
send it back to the government. 
Poalei Agudat Yisrael's lone MK, 
Rabbi Kalman Kahana. abstained, 
and the Citizens Rights Movement's 
Shulamit Aloni, who had been 
scheduled to speak in the debate, did 
not appear at all. 


Ehrlich requests sale 
of Bonds in Britain 

Finance Minister Sim ha Ehrlich 
took the opportunity of a get- 
acquainted conversation w^th 
British Ambassador John Mason 
yesterday, to raise the issue of lifting 
the current ban on selling Israel 
Bonds in Great Britain. 

Mason promised to report on 
Ehrlich's request and suggested that 
he discuss the issue with his British 
counterpart at the meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund and 
World Bank at the end of next month 
in Washington. 

Ehrlich and Mason also discussed 
Israel -British commerce which has 
been hurt of 'late because the Arab 
boycott has made British exporters 
wary of dealing with Israel. (Itim) 


Graveyards bid off agenda

Shahal wanted the House to debate 
the case of the deceased baby of a 
Jewish father and Japanese 
Buddhist mother from Kiryat Yam, 
‘whom the local Hevra Kadisha 
ref used to bury on HalacMc grounds, 
and who was finally laid to rest in 
Kfar Masaryk. 

Shahal charged that several IDF 
war dead who were not Jewish ac- 
cording to Halacha had only been 
given- -a proper burial after great 
pressure had been exerted. 
Abuhatzeira said he knew of no such 
cases.

diming the past two months, partly 
because of the legacy of business 
which the last government bequeath- 
ed to it, in the form of bills in various 
stages of parliamentary processing 
over which there was little or no con- 
troversy. The Knesset was also kept 
going by events: two state budgets 
had to be debated; the new cabinet 
required approval and Premier 
Menahem Begin’a visit to 
Washington aroused argument. 

The House opens its winter term 
on October 17 after the long summer 
recess. Before then, it will also meet 
occasionally for special sessions, oc- 
casioned by issues such as the final 
approval of the six-month budget 
which got its first reading yesterday, 
the need to confirm the appointment 
of new ministers to the empty port- 
folios which had been vainly kept 
warm for the DMC. and of course by 
the opposition submitting 30 
signatures for urgent debates. 

The Alignment is already con- 
sidering calling a debate on the visit 
here of U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance next week. 

The winter term will see the coali- 
tion with its narrow majority facing 
two important opposition factions: 
the Alignment and the Democratic 
Movement for Change. 

Although together they number 47 
MKfl r .they will function quite 
separately. Labour leader Shimon 
Peres said his party does not intend 
to make the DMC any "Ideological, 
parliamentary or organisational 
proposals." Chief Alignment whip 
Moshe Shahal said: "On specific 
issues we'll get together with the 
DMC and see if we can cooperate, 
hut ft won't be a matter of routine. 
We shall lay down our own 
ideological line as a matter of 
record." 

Key Alignment personalities like 
Shahal believe that the DMC will 
normally tend to be closer to the 
Alignment than the Likud. "Its clear 
that the new government is following 
a narrow nationalist-clerical line, 
whose support in the nation is 
probably less than its narrow 
parliamentary majority. The 
nationalist-clerical line will get the 
DMCs back up, for sure. As a result, 
the Knesset will have a broad opposi- 
tion with a popular base In the 
nation." 

The chief coalition whip. Halm 
Corfu, sees it differently, "The fact 
that there are two oppositions will 
give us plenty of room for 
manoeuvre. We shall be able to ex- 
ploit the serious cleavage between 
the Alignment and the DMC. We 
shall remind the DMC that it came 
Into being wanting to prove that 
Israel needed a change of regime at 
long last. Why then should the DMC 
back the old regime, whose failure is- 
undenlable. against a new regime 
which is already finding Its feet." 

Corfu says that the majority has 
shown a tolerant and liberal attitude 
in the plenum and the committees. 
"Our majority is not so massive, and 
it's common-sense to show the other 
side some understanding. Take the 
Democratic Front, even. Its 


predecessor, the New Communist 
Party, was never even allowed to 
have its motions referred to com- 
mittee under the Labour regime." 

Corfu claims that the coalition 
majority will assert the in- 
dependence of the parliament vis-a- 
vis the government more than the 
previous majority was wont to do. 
Private bills submitted by coalition 
MKs would be brought to their 
preliminary readi n g, whether the 
minister Involved necessarily ap- 
proved them, or not. “T anticipate 
some tension between the 
parliamentary majority, and coali- 
tion ministers, after the winter ses- 
sion begins." 

The chief coalition whip does not 
deny that the majority now takes 
mare moderate stands on political 
issues at times, than the minority — 
which displays extremism — and 
that the Likud and the Alignment 
have switched roles, in a manner of 
speaking. He tries to explain thia 
away by saying, not too convin- 
cingly: ’"When we took a hard line in 
the past from the opposition 
benches, we really believed it, and it 
looked natural. When the Alignment 
takes extreme stands now, they just 
look silly." Perhaps Corfu would not 
admit that the Likud either dis- 
sembled in the past, or Is dissembl- 
ing now. 

Through the eyes of Moshe Shaba!, 
the Alignment chief whip, the scene 
seems very different, and if he is to 
be believed, the Likud regime is a 
massive confidence trick at the 
parliamentary level. 

"Premier Menahem Begin has 
turned the Knesset into a gilded 
opera house with himself as the vir- 
tuoso. Now his mi n isters are trying 
to emulate his practice of dis- 
tributing gratuitous insults to the op- 
position. Begin pretends to respect 
the parliament and parliamentary 
courtesies but he still throws labels 
around like his sarcastic linkage 
between "a rabbi and political 
knowledge" (Rabbi Menahem 
Ha cohen) or his contem ptuous)y 
calling Adi Araorai "the Alignment 
economist." 

Shahal was also upset because 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
made a "cynical proposal" that he 
go abroad on a State information 
mission because of his strong views 
on the French government's pander- 
ing to the Arab boycott. 

He charges a credibility gap 
between the Likud's worship of 
parliamentarism and its day-to-day 
behaviour in the Knesset. "Under 
the guise of pretending to respect the 
Knesset, they are acting to strip it of 
all content and nullify its powers of 
control." Shahal claims that Begin 
treated the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee high-handedly, 
and that Finance Minister Sim ha 
Ehrlich treated the Finance Com- 
mittee in a like manner. 

Shahal admits that the 
Alignment’s performance In the 
House will not be the key to success 
or failure In the next elections. "The 
Knesset is our political shop- window, 
but Jt is the party, working in the 
public sphere, which has to 
reorganize and recoup public con- 
fidence. We can recoup It, I believe. 


because events will prove us right; 
because the political patterns In this 
country are still fluid; and because 
the nation abhors the nationalist- 
clerical philosophy, about which 
even many inside the Likud have 
serious reservations." .

Garbo speaks! 
(in subtitles) 
to Soviet olim

The Absorption Ministry will soon 
make it possible for Russian im- 
migrants to watch a revival of 
"Ninotchka” — the 1939 American 
comedy about a Soviet spy in Paris 
— with sub-titles in their native 
tongue. 

The Greta Garbo movie is one of 
five that will be translated into Rus- 
sian at the ministry's expense for 
screening in cinemas around the 
country. Suggested by the social ab- 
sorption department, the idea was 
approved recently by Minister David 
Levi, who says he wants to enable 
Russian Immigrants who don't un- 
derstand Hebrew. English and 
French to enjoy themselves at the 
cinema. 

The project, claims the ministry, 
will bring to the cinema "thousands 
of olim who did not attend before 
because they are ignorant of the 
language." 

With the help of the Israel Film 
Institute, the ministry has set up a 
committee to choose the first five 
films. They hope that cinema owners 
will follow their example and 
translate more movies Into Ru ssian 
at their own expense. The ministry 
will conduct a survey among ixn- 
m i grants to determine whether they 
are satisfied. 

Meanwhile, the Broadcasting 
Authority has decided to turn down 
MK Samuel Flatto-Sharon’ a offer to 
help subsidize TV news broadcasts 
in Yiddish and Russian. 

Authority director-general 
Yitzhak Livnl told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that "although we're 
aware of the problems faced by 
olim," no foreign-language news 
shows will be presented on TV in the 
foreseeable future. With only four 
hours a night for Hebrew program- 
ming, he said, it Is Impossible to 
allocate time for another language 
or to pick out one foreign tongue 
when citizens speak so many. 

hi addition, the Authority must 
preserve Its independence, and does 
not accept contributions from 
private individuals, Livni explained. 
But the foreign-language broadcasts 
on Israel Radio, which are of great 
help to immigrants, will be expand- 
ed in the future, he said.

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Death toll in Soweto riots rises; 
third youth killed in week 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — A 
16-year-old black youth was shot 
dead and a number of people wound' 
ed when police fired on a crowd of 
stone-throwing 1 students in Soweto 
township yesterday. 

Soweto Deputy Police Chief 
Brigadier Jan Gerber said the youth 
was killed when police opened fire 
with nine rounds of btrdshot to dis- 
perse students In the Ndenl area of 
the township, outside Johannesburg. 

He said several youths were 
wounded in the incident. 

Brig. Gerber did not identify the 
dead youth. He said the crowd was 
attacking vehicles in the area. 

The death was the third this week 
in the restless township, and the fifth 
since the current wave of violence 
erupted last week. 

Gerber said several more youths 
were wounded when police fired on a 
group of blacks after they attacked 
and damaged a bus in the same area. 
The wounded youths escaped before 
they could be arrested, he added. 

Police opened fire with birds hot on 
three other occasions yesterday in 
the township the Brigadier said, but 
it was not known whether anyone 
was wounded- - 

He said his men also used batons to 
disperse a crowd of about 1,000 
youths who massed in Ndeni just 
before noon. The youths set two 
lorries alight and used them to block 
a road. 

He said two blacks were arrested 
during stone-throwing incidents in 
the township yesterday. 

Thousands of black school children 
stayed away from classes in Soweto 
yesterday in a continuation of the 
schools boycott started last week. 
The stay away is to protest the "Ban- 
tu (African) education" system 
which, according to student leaders, 
is not as good as the school syllabus 
for whites — a charge denied by

struck yesterday, stranding 
thousands of outward-bound 
passengers. 

Airport sources said the strike was 
declared by MEA's crews because a 
pilot was slapped by a Lebanese 
police colonel at a checkpoint mann- 
ed by Syrian-dopiinated Arab 
peacekeeping forces. 


government education officials. 

The students have said they will 
not return to their desks until “Bantu 
education" is scrapped, defying war- 
nings from Transvaal province 
education spokesmen that schools 
would be shut down unless the pupils 
went back to their studies by next 
Friday. 

School officials in the black suburb 
of Atterldgeville, outside Pretoria, 
said attendance had Improved 
“slightly” at schools there yester- 
day. Some 28,000 black pupils have 
boycotted classes there and in 
neighbouring SaulaviUe for the past 
20 days, and a spokesman for the 
combined SaulsvUle-Atteridgeville 
students representative council said 
the boycott would continue. 

In Durban, an Indian dentist was 
found dead in his cell, hanging by his 
own trousers, police confirmed 
yesterday. 

They said HoosenHafejee, 26, was 
dead when he was discovered by the 
night duty officer. 

Hafejee had been detained around 
midnight under the Criminal 
Procedures Act on a pending charge 
under the Terrorism Act. He was 
dead four hours later. 

On July 7, 1977 Fhakomile Mabija. 
27, fell to his death from the sixth 
floor of the Transvaal Road police 
station in. Kimberley. Mabija was 


alleged to have run through an open 
door and fallen through an open win- 
dow upon returning from the toilet 

Meanwhile, a split appears to be 
developing in the South African 
Cabinet over ways in which to deal 
with demands from Soweto's urban 
blacks. 

The “Committee of 10," a group of 
Soweto civic leaders, has worked out 
■a blueprint for virtual sell-rule in 
Soweto, and has appealed to the 
Government to be given a chance to 
fill the township's leadership 
vacuum created by the collapse of 
government-appointed Urban Bantu 
Councils. Militant students 
pressured council members to 
resign recently. 

In their stead, the Government 
plans to Introduce "community 
councils” — which have -already 
been turned down by the “Com- 
mittee of 10." 

The Cabinet's hardliners are 
represented by Police Minister Jim- 
my Kruger, who has warned police 
would act tough against rioters. A 
softer line has been taken by Educa- 
tion Minister Piet Koomhof, who has 
called for changes in the 
Government's urban black policies, 
and by Willem Cruywagen. Deputy 
Bantu Affairs Minister, who said on 
television yesterday that Soweto 
could have non-ethnic elections.

SALISBURY (UPI). — African 
families living in a “white-only" 
area of Salisbury will be told to move 
by the end of the month, "The 
Rhodesia Herald” reported yester- 
day. 

Among those being told to get out 
will be black nationalist leader 
Ndabanirigi Sithole, who says he 
moved Into a house in the area only 
two days ago. He said the house was 
paid for by his party, the African 
National Council. 

The newspaper quoted Minister of 
Local Government and Housing Bill 
Irvine as saying that the Salisbury 
City Council would serve eviction 
orders “as soon as possible" on the 
families living in the area — 


East-West compromise on 
review of Helsinki accord 


BELGRADE (UPI). — Western and 
Soviet delegates have agreed on a 
compromise for the agenda of this 
fall's conference to review the 1975 
Helsinki Agreement, Russian 
delegate Yuli Vorontsov said yester- 
day. 

. U.S. and Western European 
diplomats cautioned, . that . the , com- 
promise plan, worked but at a 
private dinner on Tuesday-between 
Vorontsov and UJ3. delegate Albert 
W. Sherer Jr., must still be approved 
by their governments. “But we think 
it's the kind of proposal we can 
accept," one European said. 

Vorontsov, beaming and joking 
with reporters at a rare news con- 
ference said, "We have done all we 
can to accommodate the wishes of 
other delegations.. .You see, we can 
be flexible." 

The Soviet Union and the Western 
countries had deadlocked over the 


key issue of a cut-off date for the fall 
conference. The Russians, apparent- 
ly fearing endless debate on their 
human rights record, insisted on a 
deadline for the meeting. The West, 
apparently fearing a Russian 
filibuster, maintained that the con- 
ference should continue until all 35 
delegations agreed on a final report. 

Last week, Europe's "neutral” 
countries agreed to support a draft ' 
agenda which fixes a deadline of 
February 1 but. In an attempt to 
satisfy the West, says the conference 
"will end with a concluding 
document" or final accord. 

Western delegates said that was 
not good enough. 

Vorontsov’s compromise proposal, 
which sources said Sherer agreed to 
informally, said the meeting "will 
not end before it has adopted a con- 
cluding document."

“unnecessary and undesirable dis- 


crimination 

When questioned a week ago about 
the Adams case. Smith said he was 
“most concerned” about the inci- 
dent, “which Is totally out of keeping 
with what we are trying to achieve In 
Rhodesia.” He said he had asked for 
the facts of the case, but he has made 
no further statement. 

Irivine said yesterday that the 
Africans in Houghton Park appear to 
be contravening the Land Tenure 
Act, which stipulates that persons 
owning land in white residential 
areas cannot allow an African to oc- 
cupy, lease or buy that land. 

Questioned about Africans losing 
their deposits on deeds of sale 
agreements with estate agents. Ir- 
vine said that individuals “could 
have a case for seeking compensa- 
tion from the estate agent." 

The black chairman of the 
recently-formed Houghton Park 
Residents Association, N.J.B. 
Mutuma, said the Africans Irvine in- 
tends to evict were politicians, doc- 
tors, lawyers, nursing sisters, 
business men and civil servants. 

"We have a right to a place here as 
citizens of Rhodesia," he said. 
“Because our skin is black why 
should this make any difference?” '

Indian woman gets top Asia award 


MANILA (AP). — A lawyer and 
social worker In western India was 
named winner of the Ramon* 
Magsaysay award for 1977, Asia’s 
most prestigious honour, for com- 
munity leadership, the Ramon 
Magsaysay Award foundation an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Ewa Ramesh Bhatt, 31, daughter 
of an Indian High Court judge, "is 
recognized for making a reality of 
the Gandhlan principles of truth and 
non-violent self-help among the most 
depressed work force of self- 
employed women," the foundation 
said. 


The foundation gives a series of 
awards every year In honour of the 
late Filipino President Magsaysay 
who died in a plane crash in 1857. It 
carries a prize of $10,000. 

The foundation said Mrs. Bhatt 
had worked in Ahroedabad organiz- 
ing self-employed women who pull 
carts, repair and sell used garments 
or hammer junk into utensils. It said 
within three years, the women's 
association enlisted nearly 7,000 
members and won the privilege of 
registration with government as a 
trade union. 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 
Jimmy Carter will be presented with 
a new defence strategy which secret- 
ly concedes the loss of one-third of 
West Germany to a Soviet invasion, 
Washington columnists Rowland 
Evans and Robert Novak reported 
yesterday. 

FRM-10, the Carter ad- 
ministration's top-secret strategic 
study, suggests accepting the 
possibility of a successful invasion 
would be preferable to seeking in- 
creased defence spending which, the 
advisers said, would provoke 
Moscow and divide Washington. 

The study suggests, Evans and 
Novak said, “this policy could be 
made more palatable to Western 
Europe by simply not admitting its 
implication.’' 

The' columnists said the policy is 
contained on three pages of single- 
spaced typing to be given Carter late 


this week. They said the policy was 
worked out July 28-29 by the 
president’s senior coordinating 
council on national security attended 
by his National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezl n a k i, Vice President 
Walter Mondale, CIA Director 
Stansfield Turner, the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff George 
Brown and others. « 

In Bonn, a West German 
spokesman discounted the published 
report. 

The spokesman. Armln 
G rune w aid, told reporters President 
Carter at the Nato meeting in Lon- 
don in June explicitly stood by the 
concept of “forward defence" — 
fighting for territory as close to tbe 
East- West border as possible. 

"We have no reason to believe 
there has been any- change In this 
stand," he said.

LONDON (Reuter). — A big cut- 
back in the overseas services of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC) urged in a government- 
sponsored report would have dis- 
astrous consequences, BBC chair- 
man Michael Swann said yesterday. 

A think-tank's report called for a 
radical look at present broadcasting 
patterns. It said priorities should be 
given for broadcasts to those coun- 
tries where freedom of information 
was denied. 

The think-tank doubted whether 
British interests would suffer if news 
about Britain and its culture was less 
widely disseminated. It suggested 
that the BBC World Service should 
operate for 16 hours a day instead of 
24 and should no longer be broadcast 
to North America, Australasia and 
non-Communlst Europe. 

Attacking the proposals as 
defeatist, Sir Michael said: “If the 
report's recommendations are 
accepted Britain will be seen to have 
deliberately withdrawn from the 


dominant role it has played in world 
broadcasting since 1940." 

He added: "It will have made way 
for its ideological competitors at a 
time when the external services’ 
effectiveness is at its highest and the 
need for their contribution at its 
greatest." 

The managing director of external 
broadcasting. Gerard Mansell, said . 
the net effect of the recommen- 
dations ■would be to reduce broad- 
casting hours by 40 per cent in return 
for a saving of only 10 per cent on 
operating costs. ‘The BBC would 
then rate about level with (the radio 
services of) Albania and the 
Netherlands.:’ 

New UNRWA deputy 

AMMAN (Reuter). — Alan Brown of 
Britain, has been appointed deputy 
commissioner-generai of the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine Refugees (UNRWA), it 
was announced here yesterday. 


SANGAE , Thailand (AP). — More 
than 400 Thai farmers evacuated 
their homes In two charred villages 
yesterday following a raid by Cam-- 
bodian troops which left at least 28 
Thais dead along the tense Thal- 
Cam bodian border. 

Thai military sources at the 
border said Cambodian troops just 
inside Cambodia were armed with 
heavy artillery, including at least 
two 130mm. howitzers. This informa- 
tion puzzled some Western observers 
since the long-range weapon. — the ' 
largest field artillery piece used dur- 
ing the Indochina wars — was not 
employed by either side during the 
Cambodian War. 

In Bangkok, Prime Minister Tallin 
Kraivixien told reporters bis country 
would adopt both diplomatic and. 
military measures to deal with the . 
continuing incursions by Cambodian 
forces. He did not give details. 

Tallin claimed Cambodians also 
were staging attacks into Laos and 
Vietnam and noted, like some other 
Thai officials, that there appeared to 
be cooperation between the Cam- 
bodians and Thai Communist In- 
surgents in the border strikes. 


Kuwait drops $ as 
price unit; Opec * 
may follow suit 

KUWAIT ( AP) . — Kuwait, upset by 
unstable dollar conditions, will ask 
its customers to calculate the price 
of its crude oil in terms of the filter- 
national Monetary Fund’s Special 
Drawing Rights (SDRs), the un- 
dersecretary for economic affairs 
said yesterday. 

Mohammed Naslr said in -a state- 
ment to reporters that several other 
members of the 13-nation Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (Opec) also are in favour of 
basing oil prices on SDRs rather 
than the U.S. dollar. 

fix Vienna, Opec official Mohamm- 
ed Yeganeh of Iran said yesterday 
that the decision whether to switch to 
SDRs would not be made at the' 
meeting of Opec finance ministers 
opening here today. 

Million tons Iran 
oil sold Soviets 

TEHRAN (AP). — Officials here 
said yesterday that Iran and the 
Soviet Union have agreed in- princi- 
ple on the aale of 1 ,000,000 tons of Ira- 
nian crude oil in return for Soviet 
goods and services. 

Confirming the deal, sources said 
details of the agreement are still to 
be worked out. But the source did not 
rule out the possibility that in return 
for delivery of Iranian crude at a 
Black Seaport, the Soviets will build 
part of a 1,000 kilometre gas trunk 
line from the Iranian gas fields in the 
south to the Soviet Border. 

Iranian gas company officials said 
yesterday that' the Iran-Soviet gas 
trunk line which exploded 60 kms. 
south of Teheran will resume opera- 
tion today. Iran supplies the Soviet 
Union with 25 million cubic metres of 
natural gas per day through this line. 

Operations were interrupted Tues- 
day when a part of the trunk line 
blew up near Namak Hills, officials 
added. Damage was quickly 
repaired, but the cause of the acci- 
dent has not been determined. 


Somalis launch 'final 
offensive in Ogaden 


NAIROBI (UPI)- — Somali- farces 
yesterday said they hod launched an 
offensive against Ethiopia's last line 
of defence in the Ogaden desert, 
besieging the military headquarters 
mid major airstrip at Dire Dawa. 

The Somalia said their two-month 
campaign had now captured 89 per . 
cent of the Ogaden, an area in 
southeast Ethiopia the size of Bri- 
tain, seized 112 towns and villages 
and totally routed government 
forces, killing and capturing at least 
23,000 troops. 

(Ethiopia has admitted the 
Somalis are in control of large parts " 
of Ogaden. The seriousness of 
government setbacks was un- 
derscored on Tuesday when Ethiopia 
switched its efforts from a military 
campaign to trying to force a 
diplomatic settlement.- - 

(Addis Ababa demanded an 
emergency ministerial meeting of 
tbe 49-stale Organization of African 
Unity (OAU) and said it would at- 
tend the meeting tomorrow of a 
-special OAU 8-nation border com- 
mission established to try to settle 
Ethiopian- So mail disputes.) ' 

Yesterday Somalia's Radio 
Mogadishu reported that "the 
Western Somali Liberation Front 'is 
making a concerted attack on Dire 
Dawa," after confirming that 85 per 
cent of the 627,000 sq. km. Ogaden 
land is now in their hands. 

Dire Dawa, on the rail line to Addis 
Ababa, is the third largest city in 
Ethiopia and sits at the centre of the 
new east-west defensive line 
Ethiopia haa established .to try to 
halt the advance.

The Arab Ba'ath Socialist Party, 
which dominates the NPF, won 125 
seats in the 195-member People's 
Council (parliament) , and its four 
allies took 34 seats, according to the 
figures. This would give foe NPF 159 
seats compared with 124 in foe outgo- 
ing, single-taonse parliament.

Obey are both young wives of 
Prisoners of Hon, separated from 
their husbands by thousands n * wifi a, 
and years of loneliness and struggle. 

"Do not despair for we will carry 
an the fight until our husbands are 
released or until we have no breath 
left in our bodies." - . 

Natalia Bhcharansky and Aviva 
Klein -Gendin are dose friends, 'j edit- 
ed by a bend of suffering, just as 
their husbands are Mends in Russia. 

Anatoly Shcharanaky has been in 
prison for five months now, awaiting 
charges, five- months in which 
Natalia has travelled the world, 
arousing public opinion, her pole 
sweet face and impassioned Hebrew 
speeches a vital part of the cry of 
outrage in the free world that follow- 
ed her husband's arrest. She is only 
26 but her dark hair is streaked with 
grey. It is no longer only a personal 
battle for the man she loves and to 
whom she was married for a day 
before their separation. 

"Anatoly symbolises the struggle 
of all Soviet Jews to be repatriated to 
Israel. That was his only crime." 
Others say he is a great man and a 
great leader of men. 

Aviva does not even know where 
her husband Lev Gendin is since he 
went into hiding last . February to 
avoid arrest on hooliganism 
charges. She has not seen him for 
five SLnd a half years. Last month she 
received a mysterious telegram, 
signed by an unknown name, telling 
her to call a number in Moscow.

When she got through It was her hus- 
band. They spoke for a few moments 
only and she reaffirmed her total 
determination to save Him at all 
costa. 

Lev Gendin's sufferings have 
already become history. In the mar- 
tyrdom of Soviet Jewry — heatings 
in prison, an attempt on his life by a 
fellow-prisoner who ‘‘happened" to 
have a razor-blade, physical attacks 
by strangers in the street So far he 
has been acquitted of all charges 
against him because of pressure 
from the West and this knowledge 
gives both girls the strength to carry 
on. . 

11 We have to scream and shout and 
not stay quiet for a moment" Aviva 
says,' her voice breaking- with emo- 
tion. "Now the K.G.B. Is trying to 
connect my husband with the 
charges against Anatoly in some 
way, when all there is between them 
is their deep friendship.’’ 

Both women feel that Israel should 
lead the Jewish world in agitating 
for the release of aUya activists in 
Russia and that not enough is done 
here. “Workers for Soviet Jewry in 
4 i Europe and America come to Israel 
and see there Is no activity and they 
ask why they are bothering if Israel 
doesn't." says Natalia. 

Natalia will start on her travels 
again soon, this time to Canada. She 
and Aviva and the other separated 
wives like Silva Zamanson want only 
to be reunited with their husbands. 
.But their fight is also for the right of 
all Jews in Russia to be free. before 
the new wave of organised anti- 
Semitism in the Soviet Union engulfs 
them all. 


IN MEMORIAM/William Chomsky 


OUR SAGES put it simply: 
"Everyone is destined to die and 
everyone is to encounter death, but 
fortunate Is the person who departs 
from this world with a good name." 

Professor William Chomsky, who 
died a month ago, was one such for- 
tunate person. To his co-workers, he 
was not only a teachers' teacher, a 
serious scholar and author, but also 
a devoted colleague whose charming 
smile and Hassidic fervour com- 
bined to reassure one that things 
could not be as bad. as they seemed, 
even in troublesome times. 

Chomsky's first venture' Into 
Jewish scholarship was Ms Fh.D. 
dissertation on David Kim hi ' s 
“MUthlol" Hebrew Grammar. Then 
followed “How to Teach Hebrew in 
the Elementary Grades," “Hebrew. 
The Eternal Language” (its Hebrew 
version was published in Israel); 
and "Teaching and Learning," 
translated into several languages in- 
cluding Italian. Simultaneously, he 
wrote a series of useful and usable 


Hebrew language and biblical text- 
books for the early age group. 

Hie was a prolific writer, and the 
periodicals to which he contributed 
ranged from the Journal of 
American Oriental Society to Jewish 
Education And from the Reconstruc- 
tionist Magazine to the Modem 
Language Journal. For many years, 
he co-edited "Sheviley Ha-Hlnukh." 
the Hebrew education quarterly. But 
Ms main impact was as a classroom 
teacher at Gratz College whose 
faculty he joined in 1924, becoming 
its chairman in 1949, and 'whose 
students he taught for almost fifty 
years. He was an unforgettable 
teacher. Just before Ms death, I 
brought him regards from a San 
Diego teacher who had heard him 
lecture at an educational workshop 
in a Montreal summer school.

Despite his built-in optimism and 
enthusiasm. Prof. Chomsky rather 
pessimistic about the future of 
American Jewry. In one letter to me 


he refers to a higher school of Jewish 
learning as "carrying on a 
precarious existence" while in a 
similar school "there is a lot of ac- 
tivity and movement but no signs of 
progress. On the contrary. - the 
number of students is on the 
decline. And that la true for all the 
other institutions of its kind." 

Chomsky's main source' of 
professional pride was In- the over 
100 alumni of Gratz College living in 
Israel, as he writes in a letter dated 
exactly two years ago: “The im- 
pressions and memories of my visit, 
including the warm reception in your 
home, .are still fresh in my mind. 
That inner tranquillity and spiritual 
satisfaction which I experienced In 
Jerusalem and on its streets. I can 
feel nowhere else. How fortunate you 
are to reside there permanently ...It 
was so difficult to take leave from 
Jerusalem... I hope my memories 
will sustain me for some time." 

ELAZAR QOELMAN 
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DEPRESSED? Feeling unloved and 
unwanted? Or, , perhaps you are not 
really down, but simply feeling more 
tired than usual. 

Dr. Robert 8. Brown, of the 
University of Virginia Medical 
school, thinks he may have found a 
solution to your problems. 

Dr. Brown Is a practising psy- 
chiatrist who has been studying the 
relationship between physical 
fitness and mental health for over 
three years. Be is known around the 
University of Virginia as the 
"shrink" who treats his patients on a 
cross-country track, rather than on a 
plushy couch., For Dr. Brown 
believes that regular exercising is 
crucial to the treatment of depres- 
sion. 

At a recent seminar on "Fitness 
and Mental Health," Dr. Brown told 
us that he had noticed that very few 
of his patients were athletes or even 
moderately athletic people. His own 
personal experience bore, out his 
growing belief that exercise affects 
personality. After many years of 
total physical inactivity, he began 
jogging two miles every day and 
found a vast improvement in both his 
physical condition and his mental 
well-being. 

As a result of his own experience, 
he initiated a major study of the 
therapeutic effects of exercise. 
Psychological tests were ad-

ministered to regular joggers — and 
virtually ho depression was found 
among them. Since the initial studies 
three years ago, over 1,000 people 
ranging in age from io - 70 havebeen 
tested. The results strongly support 
Dr. Brown’s original hypothesis. 

In the most recent study. Dr. 
Brown correlated fitness and depres- 
sion among 167 people ( 91 women 
and 76 men), engaged In activities 
such as jogging, wrestling, tennis 
and softball. All were administered 
the Zung Depression Ra t i ng Scale 
before and after the eight-week 
period of the test. On the Zung Scale, 
a score of 50 or more indicates the 
existence of clinical depression. The 
mean prefitness score for all sub- 
jects was 44.43. It fell, after eight 
weeks of regular exercising, to 38.01. 

Even if he is able to provide con- 
clusive evidence for the value of ex- 
ercise as an anti-depressant. Dr. 
Brown admits that psychiatrists will 
still have their work cut out for 
them, because depressed patients 
are unlikely to initiate, much less 
sustain, an exercise programme. "It 
is much easier to get a depressed 
patient to take a pill every day, than 
to get but on a track and run two 
miles." 

In his own-practice, Dr. Brown will 
go to almost any lengths to get his 
depressed clients onto a regular ex- 
ercise programme. Those who are 
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A juu-* t - jiij 
students are rewarded by being 
given academic credit for the hours 
they spend exercising. Dr. Brown ac- 
companies those patients who feel 
they cannot jog on long walks, and 
jogs with those who are willing to try 
it. He believes that the optimum 
pace for joggers Is one where you 
can carry on a conversation. Thus, 
he is often seen jogging alongside a 
patient, listening to his or her 
troubles while they huff and puff 
along. Much of his day, he admits, is 
therefore spent out of doors. But 
after years of treating patients in 
t-HiB way, he Is more than ever con- 
vinced that exercising is the best 
medicine for depression. 

What about the ordinary, run-of- 
the-mill, non-depressed inactive 
type? “You’d be amazed 'at how 
many people are not even aware 
they are depressed." In a series of 
random tests, Dr. Brown has found 
as many as 30 per cent of the sub- 
jects to be clinically depressed. 

To answer my question more 
effectively. Dr. Brown called upon 
University of Virginia students 
attending the seminar to testify to 
the impact of exercise on their lives. 
Tbr more than 40 minutes I heard 
how jogging or distance swimming 
rediiccd insomnia, cured migraines, 
lowered blood pressure. Increased 
sexual capacities and improved 
over-all mental well-being.

A letter from the Caribbean 

Superconsumers’ ship 
in a sea of poverty

ABOARD THE K.S. C ARISE — The 
flag the ship flies is German. She is 
chartered by a company that Is said 
to be mostly American — no one on 
the ship knows for sure. 

We leave Miami for a one-week 
Caribbean cruise advertised as “The 
Great Get-Away." Our room 
steward is from Honduras. Our 

waiter is Italian, the busboy Greek, - 
the maltre d' Spanish. South 
Koreans run the laundry, and most 
of the islands of the Caribbean are 
represented in the engine room and 
on the various.decks. 

The captain is German, slightly 
built, soft-spoken. He was five years 
old when the war ended, mingles 
easily with passengers and calls my 
eight-ycar-old Sonny. 

The man in charge of. Calypso 
Deck is from Trinidad. He has sailed 
with Norwegian and Italian ships. 
He finds the German officers easier 
to get along with, relaxed, not so up- 
tight about schedules and discipline. 

During the seven days of our 
cruise, the engine breaks down 
twice. The North American 
passengers crack jokes abouL the un- 
reliability of machinery made In 
Germany. But tor the crew from the 
tropica, it is just an engine; they 
don't understand the humour 
directed against Germans. 

The tour directors are identic aJ 
twins from London, entertainers by 
profession, billed as The Spit’n 
Image. They have a ferociously 
working class accent, just a shade 
off Cockney. They sing popular 
American songs, from California 
Here I Come to the latest from Elton 
John. They are assisted by a come- 
dian, a New Yorker with oversize 
eyelashes and with a platter of jokes 
about i tarmuUxs and circumcision. 

Entertainment is in the Dolphin 
Lounge. One deck above, in the green- 
carpeted Game Room, a minister 
from Miami talks twice a day to his 
group about the Second Coming; a 
heavy-set man sings hymns to the 
accompaniment of a tape recorder. 

We pay calls on Jamaica, Haiti, 
the Dominican Republic and the 
Bahamas. 

"There are some very, very poor 
people out there," one of the twins 
warns at a briefing session in Colum- 
bus Room. ’There will be beggars, 
including children, and they will sur- 
round our tour buses. 

“Don't be shocked. Don't feel 
sorry for these people because, 
believe it or not, they are very happy 
people — most of them. 

"And here is my unofficial, per- 
sonal recommendation: If you find 
that being pestered by beggars 
spoils your fun. rent a child for a 
dollar or two, and he or she- will • 
make sure that other beggars leave 
you alone.” 

A school teacher from New York’s 
Lower East Side tells me not to 
worry abouthostility. “If you behave 
like a; rich' American^ .thrnlng up 
j« your"tr<seT'1*6*ple orrttt^se’isian^r 
won’t like you. But if you are polite 
and mdrfcfrinto the landscape/youTT 
be all right-" 

FROM A DISTANCE, each Island 
looks like Paradise — lush green 


hills shrouded In mist; dense 
Gauguin foliage; travel poster palm 
trees. The sea Is emerald; the 
horizon a dreamy blue. 

Columbus landed on these islands, 
and he and all the adventurers who 
followed were enchanted: Spanish 
conquistadors hungry for gold and 
souls, British traders, Frenchmen 
and Dutchmen in search of plan- 
„ tat ions with tropical profits, pirates 

of all nationalities. Unlike the vast, 
mysterious continents to the north 
and the south with their empires and 
nations and tribes and with their 
many hearts of darkness, these 
Islands were accessible, easy to con- 
quer — lush gardens of Eden where a 
broomstick stuck in the ground 
would flower. 

Our visits last a few hours. Haiti’s 
Port au Prince is the most im- 
poverished; Jamaica’s Port Antonio 
is where tension Is closest to the sur- 
face. Puerto del Plata of the 
Dominican Republic offers the 
broadest smiles, and Freeport in the 
Bahamas is modelled after Miami 
Beach. 

The islands grow mangoes and 
coconuts: tomatoes and peppers are 
everbearing. The cuisine is spiced 
differently on every island. (All the 
food aboard comes packaged, frozen 
— from Miami. "That's the only way 
we can maintain quality control,” 
explains a maitre d'.) 

Next to gambling, eating is the rul- 
ing passion on the ship. Meals begin 
with an Early Bird Breakfast at 6.30 
and end with a lavish Midnight 
Buffet. The three main meals go up 
to ten courses, and the waiters keep 
suggesting second helpings and ex- 
tras. There are also snacks: Danish 
pastry in the morning, and tea. 
sandwiches and icecream in the 
afternoon. 

The cruise sMp is a floating island 
of super-consumers. The three bars 
never seem to stop dispensing 
scotch-on-the-rocks and pina colada. 
The beauty shop is always full. The 
gift store is refurbished daily, as 
passengers buy Swedish crystal, 
French sunglasses, beach ware from 
New York, Danish porcelain. 

Accountants from Chicago and 
computer specialists from Clinton. 
N.J. explain that they have come to 
enjoy the unspoiled, the unpolluted. 
The idea is to target office and home, 
to get away from the telephone and 
the bills, and to relax while con- 
templating the superabundance of 
the natural, the bounty of sea and 
sun. 

For the industrialized, overworked 
North, the Caribbean is Leisure 
Land, an extension of Disney World. 

ASHORE, we walk carefully, 
clutching wallets and pocketbooks. 
The truly wise wear money-belts. We 
bargain, we count our money slowly. 
We don’t want to be cheated out of 
the fruits of our labour. 

Hostility toward the North 
American tourist is simmering — 
it's just below the surface, many 
pastfffngferFsayHlreytlTiurt feefrftriw 
a matter of perception and sensibili- 
ty.

Passengers rate the islands by in- 
cidents they heard about — verbal 
insults, assault, rape and murder —

Haiti, amber necklaces in the 
Dominican Republic, duty-free li- 
quor In the Bahamas, nothing in 
Jamaica. 

Everywhere, there Is rum — the 
juice of the sugarcane, the first and 
foremost product of the islands. The 
price is between 92 and $2.50 -per 
quart — rum flavoured with papaya 
and pineapple, rum brandy, rum 
with three stars, rum with five stars, 
rum with a special Trinidad flavour, 
rum with a Jamaican tang, plain 
rum. It is available at streetcorners 
like coca cola. It can be purchased in 
rum factories like the one In Haiti 
built with stones to look like a 
medieval castle from the Loire 
Valley. Its sugary essence, its 
fragrant tropical sweetness is 
savored all day by the passengers. 

In the bar, there is talk of oil, to bp 
found off the shore of Puerto Rico 
and perhaps elsewhere as well. (A 
woman lawyer from Washington 
says she heard that "a Kuw ait-size 
oilfield" was behind Gerald Ford’s 
last-minute proposal as President to 
make Puerto Rico the 51st state.) 
Oldtlzners say that all the islands 
have become more hostile to North 
Americans, that many islanders 
would prefer no more hotels and 
resort development, that radicals 
are inciting against the United 
States, that trouble-makers and 
juvenile delinquents — whole 
gangs of them are at loose and the 

local governments are unable, or un- 
willing, to cope with them. 

An economist from Miami, 
originally from Cuba, talks about 
South America going communist in 
. the next two decades. He says 
1 people’s - expectations ‘ have been 
» raised: the^beTfeVethat-there-would- 
bc enough food and money and 
l wealth if theywly gbt rid of the rich 
and expropriate their properties. He 
says Castro is winning out; people 
prefer regimentation to liberty, a 
promise of equality to the reality of 


vast differences in wealth. 

One of the ship's officers whispers 
that Havana will soon be open for 
visits by cruise sMps and that some 
of the shipping lines have signed con- 
tracts with Cuba to begin calling on 
Havana regularly in late 1977. To 
show their good faith, early this 
year, the Cubans quietly dropped 
their insistence that ships must stay 
nine miles off their coast. 

A Czech refugee, recently settled 
in the United States, is alternately 
nervous about American 
helplessness in face of Soviet plans 
and bullish on Soviet dissidents. One 
day, he says, we'H wake up to the 
news of serious unrest in the Soviet 
Union — a palace coup, perhaps a 
revolution. The West will be at a 
loss for an explanation. He argues thf 
no one understands the meaning of 
the dissident phenomenon — a totally 
unexpected development, a miracle. 
He suspects that the dissidents have 
secret sympathizers in high places 
— perhaps even in the KGB. 

A deck hand, a powerfully built 
man from Jamaica, talks about the 
hunger for land on his island. He 
says socialism is the only way and 
praised the current government for 
leasing land and arranging for loans 
to farmers. He says that the time has 
come when people no longer accept 
the Injustice of the handful of rich 
lording over the poor — with the 
former getting richer and the latter 
losing hope of getting out of their 
misery. 

Tbe day of the farmer is coming, 
the Jamaican contends. Food prices 
will rise and agriculture will again 
become profitable. The islands will 
come Into their own again, and 
perhapsrth eywiH-evelve a better- life, 
without supersophisticated 
technology and without pollution. 
His dream is self-sufficiency. He 
says he hopes that one day he can 
forget that there is a continent to the 
north. 


New text to be tested this month Ya 
for Oberammergau Passion Play

MUNICH. — When the famous 
Oberammergau Passion Play is per- 
formed in 1980 it may be with a new 
text. 

A special test performance of the 
new version is to be given for the 
press this month, on August 15, 17. 19 
and 21. Oberammergau villagers 
will see It on August 13. 

The text of the play has been 
altered several times since it was 
first performed in 1634. The version 
by Father Ferdinand Rosner was 
used in 1750 and 1760 and has been 
taken as the basis of the revised text. 

The Rosner text was replaced in 
i860 by the Daisenberger version, 
which is virulently anti-Jewish. It 
was as the result of massive protest 
that the new text has been prepared 
by Dr. Alois Fink, of Radio Bavaria. 
Dr. Fink claims that Rosner was not 
anti-Semitic. "He saw the Jewish 
people as representing mankind, 
torn between heaven and hell," be 
says. 

As is well-known, all the 5,000 


villagers of Oberammergau take part 
in the Passion Play which is staged 
every ten years. Their forefathers 
vowed Id 1633 to perform the play 
once a decade if. they were spared 
from the plague. Their prayers were 
heard and the first Passion Play was 
performed in 1634. (After 1674, the 
year was changed to the decimal 
year). Ever since, the Passion Play 
has been Oberammergau's main 
concern and livelihood. 

Thus all the villagers are intensely 
interested In the proposed 
alterations in the text. A citizens' ac- 
tion committee has been formed to 
prevent any changes and an opinion 
poll recently showed that about 40 
per cent are against a new text. The 
village council will have the final 
vote. 

The first step towards changing 
the text was taken In I960 when the 
then mayor, Raimund Lang, set up a 
commission of specialists In history, 
literature and theology to* study 
practical possibilities. One of the 
members was Prof. Carl Orff, who 
suggested that the village revert to. 


Rosner's 1750 text but in a shortened 
and partially rewritten form. 

In the Daisenberger version of the 
Passion Play, the Jews are shown as 
the personification of death, hate, 
envy and avarice. Daisenberger also 
makes the Jews collectively respon- 
sible for the crucifixion, and 
presents a false picture of Fbntius 
Pilate. 

In the Rosner version as now 
edited by Dr. Fink, the sins are 
represented by allegorical figures 
wearing, and then carrying, ap- 
propriate masks. 

Moreover the modified Rosner 
text suggests that not all the Jews 
voted against Jesus; the scene of the 
money changers being driven out of ' 
the Tbmple is not shown; and the 
character of Pontius Pilate is based 
on modem historical theories. 

The younger villagers of Oberam- 
mergau are said to be very 
enthusiastic about the new text and 
the accompanying music. If their 
elders concur, the year 1980 may see 
a quite different Passion Play in 
Oberammergau.

Makarios had great 
powers of survival 


NICOSIA i Reuter). — Cyprus Presi- 
dent Archbishop Makarios. who died 
of a heart attack here yesterday 
aged 63. survived assassination 
attempts, exile and a coup against 
him during more than 20 years at the 
forefront of this island's explosive 
politics. 

The son of a shepherd, he led 
Cyprus to independence in I960 and 
became first president amid the 
divisive communal tensions and 
bitter Turklsh-Qreek rivalry that 
have dogged it ever since. 

His bleakest hour came In 1974, 
when he was overthrown by the 
Greek-officered Cyprus National 
Guard in July and almost lost his life 
in an attack on his Presidential 
Palace. 

Forced to flee the country, he went 
to London and watched from there as 

the Turkish army invaded Cyprus 
and the island was wracked by 
fighting. 

Characteristically. Makarios 
never seemed to doubt that It was his 
destiny to return. Four and a half 
months later he did so — and he was 
welcomed back by his Greek Cypriot 
supporters almost as a conquering 
hero. 

The political and humanitarian 
problems he faced then were im- 
mense: a battered economy, con- 
tinuing mistrust between Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots, the Turkish oc- 
cupation of the northern part of 
Cyprus, and a refugee problem in- 
volving about a third of the island's 
population. 

However, daunting problems were 
something Makarios lived with since 
be first trod the path to political 
power in the early 1950's. As both 
political and spiritual leader — he 
was head of the Greek Orthodox 
Church in Cyprus — he had to sur- 
vive in one of the most complicated 
areas of the world. 

He always appeared a somewhat 
enigmatic figure. Some called him 
"cunning’* others "a master 
politician.” 

Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash once described him as “a 
very good listener — but a man who 
could never change his mind.” 

Makarios' road to political power 
in the 1950’s was a rough and often 
bloody one. involving exile and an 
underground war. 

In power, even before the July, 
1974 coup, he faced continuing com- 
munal tension and a campaign of 
violence by Greek Qyprlots In favour 
of enosls — union with Greece — and 
survived an assassination attempt. 

But his popularity with the bulk of 
Oeek Cypriots — they outnumber 
Turkish Cypriots by four to one 
among a total population of 620,000 — 
was never in doubt. He was re- 
elected president af Cyprus in 1968 
with more than 95 per cent of the 
total vote, and returned unopposed 
for a third term In 19T3. 

He came back to the island in 


December, 1974. after living abroad 
for 145 days, to a tumultuous and 
emotional welcome by a crowd of 
100,000 in Nicosia- 

Makarios was born on August 13. 
1913 In Fanayia, near Paphos and 
was christened Michael Mb uskos. He 
trained as a novice monk at the 
abbey of Kykkos and later studied at 
Athens University, then at the school 
of theology of Boston University, 
Massachusetts, under a scholarship 
granted by the World Council of 
Churches. 

While still a student in Boston in 
1950. he was elected Bishop of 
Kitiuxn. Three years later he became 
archbishop and ethnarch (national 
leader) of Cyprus. 

Makarios took an Increasing part 
in lay affairs after his studies in 
America, and at his suggestion an 
unofficial plebiscite was held in 1650 
in which over 95 per cent of the 
island's Greek community voted for 
union with Greece. Cyprus had been 
ruled by Britain since 1878. 

His prestige as the champion of 
enosis and leader of the Greek 
Qypriots grew, and be took the cause 
of union with Greece to international 
platforms on a world tour of 
"enlightenment.” 

An attempt to get UN support 
failed, and the Archbishop then held 
talks with British Government 
representatives. These also proved 
stillborn. 

In 1956, he was detained and exiled 
to the SeycheUe Islands, accused of 
involvement in the liberation army 
struggle. This touch of martyrdom 
helped to make him a hero. 

He refused a British . proposal to 
grant him freedom in exchange for a 
denunciation of violence. But he was 
released shortly afterwards. In 
March, 1957. on the understanding 
that he could not return to Cyprus. 

In February, 1959, Britain, Greece 
and T rkey met in London and 
agreed on the island's independence. 
Greek Cypriots gave Makarios a 
huge welcome. On August 16, 1960, 
Cyprus became an independent 
republic with the Archbishop as the 
first President and Dr. Fazil 
Kutchuk, leader of the Turkish com- 
munity, the vice-president. 

Fierce fighting between the two 
communities broke out in 
December. 1963, forcing the UN to 
send in peace-keeping troops in 1964 
to keep Greek and Turkish Cypriots 
from each others' throats. 

Fighting broke out again in 1967, 
bringing Greece and Turkey to the 
brink of war before Athens removed 
General George Grivas, leader of the 
EOKA guerrilla movement, who was 
still pursuing the dream of enosis. 

In April this year, the Archbishop 
suffered a mild heart attack, but he 
was fit enough to attend the Com- 
monwealth leaders' conference in 
London In June — when thousands of 
Greek Cypriots living In England 
gathered to give him an emotional 
welcome.

, scene of active trading. Turnover 
. was just under £L3Gm. Prices were 
generally mixed, with the. exception 
of land development real estate 
shares which moved to higher levels. 

The Natad Investment dollar rose 
XU 1.60 after a hefty demand in ex- 
cess of $600,000. Some Investors are 
being attracted by Euro-bonds 
which, in spite of the relatively high 
tax on the income, offer better yields 
than same of the bonds denominated 
in foreign currency and traded to Ttel 
Aviv. 

It is understood that the manage- 
ment committee of the T-A.S.E. is 
considering altering current trading 
methods In line with those on 
overseas exchanges.

The Knesset Economic Committee 
this week recommended s series of 
measures to buffer possible 
"shocks” to the country when 
Israel's agreement with the Euro- 
pean Economic Community goes 
into effect in 1985. - 

The agreement, which is designed 
to provide Increased and freer trade 
with the EEC and eventually with 
the u:S. and European Free Trade 
Association, is expected to 
necessitate a change of occupation 
for 90 me 50.000 Israeli workers. It 
will also mean dropping customs on 

EEC imports to Israel. 

The Committee recommended the 
establishment of a central authority 
to deal -with the transition of the 
workers. The authority would be 
composed of representatives from 
the government, the unions, and 
employers. 

The government should make use 
of the unemployment fund to prevent 
any decline In wages for workers 
changing their jobs, the Committee 
said. Social benefits should be linked 
to the workers themselves and not 
their places of employment, to in- 
sure the continuation of rights and 
the smooth changeover of jobs. 


Drawing seniority lights must also 
be considered, the Committee said. 
It also recommended the expansion 
of rental housing projects, to ease 
mobility for workers. 

On the matter of competition with 
imports, the Committee 
recommended that measures be 
taken through the economic field 
rather than by customs barriers. At 
the same time, the Committee said, 
the “anti-dumping" law must be en- 
forced and local consumption should 
be encouraged through a "Buy Blue 
'and White" campaign. 

The Committee presumes that the 
government will have to continue 
mini-devaluations and recommend- 
ed the abolition of indirect taxes to 
increase export profitability. It also 
proposed the continuation of indirect 
credits to exporters, to encourage 
their competition with foreign 
manufacturers. 

The Committee also pointed out 
that Israel must remove non-tariff 
barriers in the areas of standards 
and health- to achieve reciprocity 
with EEC requirements. Coopera- 
tion on patents and tenders must also , 
be worked out, and economic trade 
missions must be established by 
Israel in the EEC member states, 
the Committee said. 


M.L.L. Computers prepared 
to do all government work

TEL AVTV. — A private computer 
company yesterday offered to take 
over all the government’s civilian 
work in this area — at a saving of 30 
to 40 per cent to the taxpayer — 
“while still making a hefty profit" 

Amir am Shor, who is partner with 
Arye Shemesh In M.L.L. Statistics 
and Office Efficiency. Ltd., said 
yesterday, "We have repeatedly 
offered the go v ernment our services, 
and we repeatedly get a cold 
shoulder — although now and then 
the authorities do throw us a piece of 
work." Hie admitted that he wanted 
to bring public pressure on the 
government to reconsider its ap- 
proach. 

He claimed that the authorities 
themselves were quite aware of their 
failure to operate the computers at 
their service efficiently. To solve the 
problem, the government planned to 
set up a “chartered company for 
computers working for the 


government” and then offer the run- 
ning of this company to the lowest 
bidder. 

Shor proposed avoiding this in- 
termediary step. He was willing to 
take over all civilian computer work 
for the government immediately, at 
a tremendous saving to the govern- 
ment. Asked where he would raise 
the capital to buy the government's 
computers, he noted that most of 
them were rented anyway, and could 
be returned to their owners. 

M.LIi. was founded 16 years ago 
to service private clients, and now 
consists of ten affiliated companies. 
Its turnover in 1976 was HA 00m ..and 
it employed six hundred persons. It 
has a national network. 

"We are the largest computer ser- 
vice company in Israel," Shor said. 
"We know our business and we make 
a profit. (He declined to say how 
much) . We are partners in different 
companies with Koor, Solel Boneh 
and Ampa. We have 700 clients and 
are constantly growing."

Lorincz raps profits on savings 


MK Shlomo Lorincz, chairman of 
the Knesset Finance Committee . 
told a press conference yesterday 
that the banks make IL750m. profits 
from saving schemes alone. Accor- 
ding to reports received from Dr. 
Ben-Ami Zuckerman, the Capital 
Market Commissioner in the 
Treasury, H350m. of these profits 
come from people who break their 
savings schemes midway. 

Lorincz said that the Finance 
Committee intends to see to it that 
either the return to savers or that of 
the Government from these savings 
schemes is increased. He added that 
In his view there was no justification 
for such high profits from practical- 
ly risk-free operations. The Com- 
mittee will, however, hear the views 
of the representatives of the banks. 

Deposits in saving schemes 
amounted to 3X3 lb. by the end of 
March 1977, and the approximate 
outstanding balance is IL2l.5b. Since 
the new saving schemes were in- 
troduced, the weekly deposits have 
gone up from ILlOOm. to TL?.5Qm.

Another committee will deal with 
tariffs and direct and indirect taxes, 
and a third will be a joint operation 
with the Knesset Foreign Relations 
and Defence Committee. The latter 
will be made up of ll members of the 
Finance Committee and 10 members 
of the Foreign Relations and 
Defence Committee, with MK Halm 
Bar-Lev In the chair. 

A fourth committee will be joint 
with the Knesset Labour Committee, 
and a fifth will deal with overall 
economic subjects, such as the «sriir 
of Israel Law, State properties, 
banks, and similar topics. This com- 
mittee will not be called upon to 
make decisions, but to clarify baalc 
Issues. According to Lorincz, the 
Finance Committee should general- 
ly deal more with broader issues 
rather than concentrating on the 
function of endlessly approving 
laws, ordinances and the like. 
Among other subjects, the Com- 
mittee wants to review the success of 
the income tax reform.

Volkswagens rolling off U.S. assembly lines 

West Germans invest heavily in U.S. 


MUNICH. — Five centuries after 
Christopher Columbus crossed the 
Atlantic. America has been re- 
’ discovered — by the giants of West 
German- Industry . 

In a dramatic shift of global trade 
and business patterns, big West Ger- 
man companies are now doing what 
the American multi-nationals did in toe 
1950s and '60s. They are setting up 
production facilities abrb aid — most 
of them in the U.8. and Canada. 

The reason: spiralling labour and 
raw material costs, combined with a 
steady rise In the foreign exchange 
value of the Deutsche Mark, which 
have made German export products 
synonymous with expensive and 
priced them right out of their 
traditional markets. 

Last year alone West German 
companies invested 52 . 2 b. abroad — 
nearly half that amount in the U.S. 
Total German investments overseas 
now amount to over 520b. (57. 6b. In 
the U.S.), which, for the first time, Is 
more than the value of foreign in- 
vestments in West Germany. 

Although the Volkswagen .Cor- 
poration's decision to start produc- 
tion and assembly of Its "Rabbit" 
models at New Stanton, Penn- 
sylvania, captured most of the 
headlines last year, it is by no means 
the biggest or most spectacular -of 
such deals. 

Daimler-Benz of Stuttgart, which 
.makes not only passenger cars but a 
complete range of trucks and buses, 
is considering acquisition of certain 
plants from White Motors, Inc. 

Linde Co. of Wiesbaden, manufac- 
turer of refrigeration and industrial 
warehousing equipment, has recent- 
ly bought a stake in the forklift-truck 
business of Otis Elevator Co. 

Siemens Corporation. Germany's 
largest and the world's fifth largest 
manufacturer of electrical and elec- 
tronics equipment, has a capital 
equity of 544m. in the U.S., Canada 
and Australia. It does more than 
5200m. worth of business In the U.S. 
each year and recently acquired 
three U.S. companies, providing jobs 
for 3,000 American employees: Cbm- 
putest Corp. of New Jersey; Applied

But the biggest invasion is by West

plants and subsidiaries. 

Even medium -sized and small 
chemical companies are getting into 
the act.

Wacker Chemltronic Co. of 
Burghausen, Bavaria, go kilometres 
east of Munich, Is currently shopping 
fora third American site, this one for 
a plant that will produce 
sophisticated silicone wafers for use 
as semi-conductors in the electronics, 
industry. The facility will create 
1,000 Jobs. Three cities are under con- 
sideration: Augusta, Ga.; Houston, 
Tex. ; Portland, Ore., with Portland 
most likely to be selected. 

' In a sense the West Germans are 
victims of their own success. The in- 
dustrial exodus from home is the 
result of the postwar 
Wirtschaftsvmnder, the economic 
miracle, that has made West Ger- 
many the world's second-most 
prosperous industrial nation — right 
benlnd the U.S. itself. 

Its currency Is the soundest, its 
standard of living one of tbe highest 
in the world — so sound and so high 
that West German goods, despite 
their reputation for top qiudlty, are 
no longer really competitive abroad. 

Less than 10 years ago one Ger- 
man mark was worth only 25 cents. 
Today, due to its own revaluation 
and devaluation of the dollar, it I g 
worth almost 48 cents. 

Not taking increases in labour and 
raw material costs Into account, 
that fact alone makes West German 


products more expensive overs eas. 

A German car such as the VW, 
which sold for under 52,500 In the 
United States just a few years ago, 
would now cost well over 54,000. 

Meanwhile, production and 
transportation coats have also climb- 
ed, especially wages. 

When his salary is translated into 
U.S. dollars, the average West Ger- 
omrf Indus trial'Wci'her now makes 
almost as much per hour, before tax- 
es and— other deductions, as his 
American counterpart. 

But. thanks to what is undoubtedly 
the'worZd's most enviable system of 
social security and fringe benefits, 
the money on his paycheck is but a 
fraction of what his employer is re- 
quired — by law, union-negotiated 
wage contracts, and custom — to put 
out far him. • 

Thus far there are no signs of 
governmental action to restrict the 
export of capital, but the matter is 
being discussed publicly. 

Until that happens, if it ever does, 
Americans, Canadians and people in 
other countries will have to get used 
to anew phenomenon. The Germans. 
If not already there, are coming. 
Most ironically, perhaps, they are 
bringing new jobs with them — along 
with a hunger for bigger market 
shares and profits. 

Port complains

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Focus on Damascus 


PRESIDENT SADAT’S agreement to hold talks In New York in 
September between the foreign ministers of the three Arab con- 
frontation states and Israel constitutes a welcome achievement 
for Secretary of State Vance. More than that It is also a vindica- 
tion of Prime Minister Begin's tactic during his Washington 
visit of offering a number of alternatives to the Geneva formula. 

The idea, of course, was not initiated by Mr. Sadat. It was 
broached last month by Mr. Begin and is even older than that, 
having been tossed around in the talks with Mr. Kissinger in 
1975. 

The important point is that the return to the idea of such talks 
constitutes an admission by the U.S. that perseverance in Its 
headlong rush into an ill-prepared Geneva could result in a 
calamity worse than the one the U.S. is trying to avoid through 
the maintenance of “momentum." 

President Sadat's espousal of talks by the foreign ministers 
and Mr. Vance's audible sigh of relief in clasping the Idea to his 
heart is also an indication of a continuing American tendency to 
misread the prospects for Arab, or at least some Arab, flexibili- 
ty on procedures, and evidence of the fact that the Americans 
themselves are not really wedded to any specific formula. 

The great advantage of talks in New York instead of Geneva 
— for it should be quite obvious that they will not be restricted to 
procedure alone but will also be used to teat initial responses on 
the substantive issues in dispute — is that they temporarily skirt 
the question of FLO participation and also exclude the Soviets 
from the initial stages of negotiations. 

The problem of the Palestinians cannot be settled before 
arriving at a full agreement on peace and the disposition of the 
territories, specifically because the Palestinian problem is not 
so much a procedural problem as part of the larger issue. 

President Sadat's adoption of the proposal as if it were his 
own is an indication of growing dependence on the U.S. and ris- 
ing confidence in his ability to ensure U.S. support for Arab 
positions in the talks. 

The test of the new twist American momentum is taking will 
be President Assad of Syria. Assad is notably both more In- 
dependent and more suspicious of the U.S. than Sadat. The 
Syrian news media have already castigated the idea of talks in 
New York. 

Presumably an attempt will now be made by Mr. Vance and 
others to get Saudi Arabia to soften Syria's position.

CARE TO TRAVEL from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem via the Negev in a few 
minutes? Or from Eilat to Nazareth 
in about the same time? 

You can't do it in Israel, but our 
Dutch correspondent assures us 
that it can be done in Amsterdam. 
All these Israeli places, and others 
too, are the names of cafes and 
bistros that have sprung up lately 
like so many mushrooms after the 
rain. 

What they have in common is that 
they are owned and staffed by 
Israelis and all serve Israeli oriental 
food such as humus, shawarma. 
Kebab and the like. ■ 

Several of these cafes are to be 
found around Rembrandt Square, 
the centre of Amsterdam’s night- 
life. In Half Moon Alley, which con- 
nects the Square with the Amstel and 
has a police station conveniently on 
the comer, you will find the "Jaffa," 
the "Caesarea," the "Negev" and 
the "Shalom." Around the corner 
are the two oldest Israeli cafes — as 
can be judged from their names — 
"Exodus" and "Jerusalem of Gold." 
Amstel Street itself has the "Eilat." 
and the "Nazareth." 

The "King of Felafel” reigns not 
faraway, close to a newsreel cinema 
and docs a roaring trade among the 
patrons who queue up for the picture 
house. 

Our correspondent has been told 
that as many as 35 new Israeli 
bistros have opened lately in 
Amsterdam alone, some of them in 
almost completely non-Jewish 
neighbourhoods. Some, like the 
"Kibbutz" in Zellstraat are respec- 
table snack bars: others are to be 
avoided by the self-respecting. A few 
are vegetarian, the rest are "strictly 
treif." All seem to be doing well.

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Religious coercion

ONE DANGER INHERENT In the 
swing toward greater religious In- 
fluence In the structure of Israeli 
government and society Is that In 
this, as In so many things, a move- 
ment In one direction win bring about 
a reaction in the opposite direction. 

We are already seeing articles, 
statements and even demonstrations 
protesting religious Interference in 
public life, indicating that anti- 
religious feelings which had for 
long been dormant may now begin to 
surface again. There is even danger 
that these feelings may spill over 
from the small number of anti- 
religious extremists to more 
moderate elements as well. 

Indeed, it la understandable that 
many of the things that ore happen- 
ing should be perceived as negative 
manifestations of religion. The inten- 
sified role of religious parties with 
their demands for changes in laws 
such as the abortion law and Sabbath 
work-permits creates a climate In 
which non-observant and even some 
observant Jews begin to feel the stifl- 
ing atmosphere of a theocracy in 
which self-appointed religious 
authorities make decisions and 
demands, unresponsive to the will of 
the people. This uneasiness la in- 
creased by measures taken to 
broaden the exemption of girls from 
the army and to expand support of 
school systems which foster exemp- 
tions from military service for men, 
as well. 

There la the uncomfortable feeling 
that many of tbe undesirable 
features of GaJut life which the early 
halutzim had hoped to eradicate. In- 
cluding the ghetto mentality of par- 
ticipating only in an isolated life and 
being unable to sustain a modern 
state with its needs for Independence 
and self-defence, not only exist in 
Israel, but are about to assume 
greater significance In Israeli socie- 
ty as a whole. 

It goes without saying that this Is 
an exaggeration of the truth, but this 
does not mean that It will not have an 
effect upon people’s thinking, to say 
nothing of the excuse it can give 
those who, for political reasons, may 
want to exploit such feelings. It is im- 
portant, therefore, that the more 
moderate leaders of political parties 
weigh the alternatives. It would be 
tragic If the reaction were to be a 
return to the anti-religious positions

which characterized the old-left. 

Indeed, to a large extent, the 
current situation is the result of the 
mistaken conception of well-meaning 
leaders that it would be possible to 
create a new Jewish society and an 
autonomous state which would ig- 
nore the religions traditions of the 
Jewish People. The out-worn, autl- 
rellgious Shibboleths of socialist 
thought made a negative contribu- 
tion to Israeli society. They not only 
encouraged people to adopt atheism 
or agnosticism as a way of life, but 
also discouraged the growth of 
religious, philosophies and practices, 
rooted both in the tradition and in tbe 
new realities of Israeli life. The open- 
ly voiced attitude of prominent 
public figures that religion and syn- 
agogues were fine for the Galut, but 
were not needed in the "Jewish" en- 
vironment of Israel helped create an 
arid climate in which the creative 
revival of Judaism, which many in 
the Diaspora expected would arise in 
Israel, never materialized. 

The end result of this attitude was 
a lack of development of religious 
thought among the general popula- 
tion along with a cynical political 
compromise which delivered religion 
exclusively into the hands of the es- 
tablished Orthodox. It is a testimony . 
to the power of the Jewish tradition ■ 
that with all of these forces arrayed 
against it, it retains a hold on the 
feelings of most Jews, even those 
who do not consider themselves 
"religious" — in the Israeli sense. 

Thus the articulation given to 
traditional Jewish attitudes and 
forms of expression by the Prime 
Minister has been welcomed by 
many, although the same cannot be 
said about religious coercion. People 
are confused. They want Judaism to 
be important In Israel, but they do 
not want their personal freedoms 
restricted. 

Non-Orthodox leaders, political, 
ideological and spiritual, would do 
well to keep this In mind and to work

INTER-AGENCY RIVALRY: ENVIRONMENT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir. — In his article of June 30, 
your reporter Aryeh Rubinstein 
quotes Dr. Uri Marino v, director of 
the Environmental Protection Ser- 
vice In the Ministry of the Interior, 
concerning inter-agency rivalry in 
the field of environmental protec- 
tion. Dr. Marlnov’s complaint about 
duplication and rivalry is fully 
justified, but it is the EPS which is at 
fault. 

An outstanding example is this ar- 
ticle and others before it. in which 
Dr. Marinov attacks other govern- 
ment offices, including the Ministry 
of Health. Mr. Kubersky, the Direc- 
tor General of the Ministry of the 
Interior, which has juridiction over 
the EPS. said that he took a serious 
view of this controversy being con- 
ducted in the press, yet Dr. Marinov 
continues to make attacks, most of 
them without any basis in fact. 

For instance, Dr. Marinov com- 
plains that the Ministry of He alth did 
not comply with the government 
decision to set up an environmental 
unit. That would be justified if the 
history of environmental protection 
in Israel had only started In 1973 
when the Government decided to set 
up the EPS. But environmental 
protection started long before that; 
since its inception, the Ministry of 
Health has a unit ten times larger 
than the EPS and at least ten times 
more active in this field. 

Here Is another example: many 
years ago, the Ministry of Health es- 
tablished the general principles 
which were to govern the use of 
recycled sewage water in 
agriculture and is now preparing 
regulations on this subject in accor- 
dance with public health instruc- 
tions. The ministry also deals with 
all aspects of water purification for 
drinking purposes on the basis of 
research carried out here and 
abroad. Now, according to your 
report, the EPS has started to do 
research on the subject. Is that not 
duplication? 

A third example: all local councils 
in Israel have sanitation 
departments which deal mainly with 
the quality of the environment In 
their area. The Ministry of Health 
has often insisted on the necessity of 
Increasing the activity of these 
departments in the field of en- 
vironmental control, but was 
prevented from doing so by the 
refusal of -the Ministry of Interior to 
authorize additional personnel. Now 
the Ministry of the Interior and the 
EPS are supporting the establish- 
ment of new environmental protec- 
tion units by local authorities, and 
arc authorizing many new jobs and 
even a budget for this purpose. The 
establishment of these units will in- 
troduce an additional factor of 
rivalry and duplication within the 
local councils themselves. 

Another example: when the 
Ministry of Health prepared 
regulations governing excessive 
noise in residential areas, the EPS 
delayed their publication for over a 
year on various excuses- Only after 
lengthy discussions did the Ministers 
of Health and Interior sign the 
regulations with irrelevant changes 
introduced into the original 
proposals. 

As we are well aware of the 
damage caused by duplication, we 
tried in the past to cooperate with the 
EPS on the subject of environmental 
protection, but were always rebuff- 
ed. When I suggested to Dr. Marinov 
that one of the functions of the EPS 
was to coordinate the activities of 


the various ministries, he turned me 
down. It should be remembered that 
the EPS, was originally set up within 
the Prime Minister's Office, which 
logically coordinates the activities of 
the various ministries. 

When a few ministries do 
cooperate In order to avoid duplica- 
tion and rivalry, they do not manage 
to get the cooperation of the EPS. 
The Ministries of Health. Commerce 
and Industry, and Agriculture 
(Water Authority) established a 
joint advisory group for Industry in 
order to coordinate thetr re- 
quirements prior to the establish- 
ment of industrial enterprises, and 
they even prepared environmental 
Impact statement forms to be filled 
out by every new enterprise prior to 
obtaining a licence. In 1974. 
representatives of the Ministry of 
the Interior and of the EPS were 
coopted to the joint advisory group, 
but the participation of the EPS 
remained mostly theoretical, as Its 
representative does not take part in 
the discussions of the main body or . 
of its subcommittees. 

hi his remarks about the activities 
of other ministries. Dr. Marinov con- 
fuses professional differences of opi- 
nion and inter-agency rivalry. Thus, 
he transforms the discussion about 
legislation to prevent excess noise 
from building equipment into a sup- 
posed refusal on the part of the 
Ministry of Health to issue such 
regulations. Similarly, he claims 
that the Ministry of Health objects to 
monitoring air conditioning, when 
the discussion is about the type of 
equipment required to do the Job. 
The Ministry of Health suggested 
Israeli equipment, which is not more 
expensive, is reliable and assured of 
good servicing, thus contributing 
towards the development of this in- 
dustry in Israel. Although a joint 
committee was set up to deal with 
this subject, the EPS circumvents it 
and acts on its own In this important 
field. 

In conclusion, I agree with Dr. 
Marinov that inter-agency rivalry 
and duplication must be stopped, 
and government activity cen- 
tralized. But this centralization 
should be done, as everywhere else 
in the world, by the ministry which, 
by its very nature, Is responsible for 
most of the subjects involved in en- 
vironmental protection and is active 
in these fields — and In Israel, that la 
the Ministry of Health.

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— not against religion — but against 
attempts to straight-jacket religion 
Into a narrow pattern and to enforce 
it against democratic norms. 

It Is imperative that distinctions be 
made between those who seek to pre- 
sent themselves as the represen- 
tatives of religious Judaism and 
religious Judaism itself. Ultra- 
Orthodox stone-throwers, for exam-, 
pie, do not represent even Orthodoxy 
itself, much less the Jewish tradition. 
Religious political parties can speak 
only for their members and their par- 
ticular platform-views and not for all 
ol religious Jewry. The official 
government-supported religious es- 
tablishment is Just that and must not 
be allowed to usurp the mantle of ex- 
clusive Jewish authority. It la our 
good fortune that Judaism is much 
greater than any single Individual or 
group and will not allow itself to be 
confined to the narrow boundaries 
that some believe define Its scope. 

When religion becomes so In- 
tertwined with politics aa it has in 
Israel, It is tempting to want to forget 
about it, but such a diMmi***.! too 
facile. The tradition of Judaism has 
too much to offer to be thrown out — 
like the baby with the bathwater. 

Patience and discretion are needed 
to resist this temptation and to look 
instead beyond the surface Into the 
content of Jewish teaching and the 
way in which this can be utiliz ed In 
the creation of the new Jewish socie- 
ty. 

Observations which the late 
Abraham J. Heschel made about 
American Jewry apply as well to 
Israeli Jewry: 

The gates of halacha are closed. 

No one departs and no one enters. 

Those inside are not concerned 


with those on the outside. Those 
on the awfaride do not understand 
those who are within. The door 
has been locked to those who 
knock, those who are anxious 
to enter grow weary looking for 
an opening. 

Jewish law has become “Zo with 
an alepK.” We apeak of it as if it 
were only endowed with negative 
attributes. Even celebrations are 
regarded as restrictions, as If the 
primary function of halacha were 
to restrict, to confine, to deny, 
and to deprive. Forgotten Is the 
joy and the guidance, the sense of 
divine relevance of human deeds, 
the affirmation of man's. Unship 
with God to be experienced In 
Jewish observance. 

There is also the notion that you 
observe everything or nothing; 
all the rules are ol equal Impor- 
tance; and if one brick is remov- 
ed, the whole edifice must- 
collapse. Such intransigence, 
laudable as it may be as an ex- 
pression of devoutness, is neither 
historically nor theologically 
justified. There were ages in 
Jewish history when some 
aspects of Jewish ritual obser- 
vance were not adhered to by peo- 
ple who otherwise lived according 
to the Law. And where is the man 
who could claim that he has been 
able to fulfil literally the mitzvah 
of “Love thy neighbour as 
thyself?" 

Intransigence is not the way to 
this generation. For since only a 
small minority of those who have 
forsaken the traditional way of 
living Is prepared to accept the 
maximum, this notion drives 
away the overwhelming majori- 


ty. The intransigent refuse to suftji 
render a single lota, yet are ready-! 
to surrender the multitudes ioO 
Israel. Is it the way of Torah to ; 
say to the majority of our people; 
"Put the idea out of your minds 
that you have a share in the God 
of Israel"? Let us not trample os 
the heads of the people. We muat- 
not write off those who have left, 
those who'are sunk in ignorance. 
Saving a soul seta aside the Sab- 
bath, and the word “soul" has a 
double meaning. Let us bring in 
the estranged. Even those who 
have only a minimum of attach- 
ment have the capacity for 
greatness. 

Torah as a total way of living 
has been abandoned by the mul- 
titudes of our people, and we can: 
not force it upon them. We most 
evolve a pedagogy of return,- we - 
must devise a ladder of -obser- 
vance. We have no right to 
abrogate the halacha, but we 
have also no right to abandon the 
Jewish people. Extremism, max- 
imal! sm la not the way. Elastici- 
ty. flexibility Is the way. 

(The Insecurity of Freedom, P-&4) 
The pride which Israelis have 
shown in the way in which the Prime 
Minis ter wears bis Ju daism Is a 
signal that this generation as a whole 
is hungry for its roots. It would be in- 
deed tragic if religious extremism 
and short-sighted attempts at 
halachic enforcement were to be 
allowed to stop this surge of deep 
feeling before it con be translated 
into a creative force in Israel. 

It would be equally tragic if 
“secular" leaders attempt to return 
to the old ways and create a confron- 
tation between religious and secular 
versions of Judaism. It is their duty 
instead to proclaim that Judaism — 
religious Judaism — is the proud 
heritage of all Jews and that the 
renaissance of Judaism Is Indeed the 
goal of the Jewish state.

He 
shouts into the ears of the American 
public what heretofore was only 
whispered to presidents upstairs. 

His American trip turned into a 
one-man information campaign 
salvaging years of neglect. Because 


THE WORD “RIGHTIST" has long 
lost its original meaning and become 
a sort of instant wonder-weapon for 
the Left against Its opponents.
